This may appear arather bold assertion. but 
_ it is jusufied by the facts. When The Czar made 
his record Kentuckians said: **They are racing 
on trotting tracks out there. No wonder they 
go fast." Itis true the Pacific Derby was run on 
a trotting track, but the track was cut up for the 
ruppers, andin going a mile and a half they had 
to make three turns. When comparing per- 


_. formances Californians can say of the Kentucky 


Derby: **They ran out of a chute; the tirst half 
mile was straight and down hill and they only 
made two turns,’ and the facts will bear them 
put. 

When the difference in tracks may be remarked 
. by Kentuckians, a reminder that’ Ten Broeck 
made his record of 1:394 for a mile over the Lou- 
isviile track will probably elicit the rejoinder 
that ** the Louisville course is not so fast now as 
it wus in 1877.’" In the face of pending arrange- 
ments to have Valuable make an effort at Louis- 
ville to beat her sire’s record, the assertion that 
the track is slower than formerly will have little 
weight.

WAS THE TIME ACCURATE? 

As for the time of Spokane’s race, there 1s 
BVery reason to believe that it was not accu- 
rately taken. The start was made half a mile 
from the timers’ stand, the timers starting their 
-. watches from the lowering of a flag at the post. 
Granting that the timers had good eyesight and 
the atmospheric conditions were favorable to 
discerning action half a mile from them, it will 
still require great credulity to enable one to be- 
lieve that the horses did not get considerably the 
best of the watches. The horses weré in rapid 
motion when the flag was lowered, and yet peo- 
- ple are asked to believe that four men half a 
/mile away caught the optical impression of the 
lowering of the flag, applied the necessary mus- 
cular action to start their watches. and got them 
going the instant the nose of tne leading horse 
was opposite the flag. 2 

There is not the slightest objection to loyal 
Kentuckians believing this. Other people + 
likely to consider it a physical impossibility. But 
if the time be accepted there is no denying that 
~g race outofthe chute at Louisville must be 
from a sécond and a half to two seconds faster 

than a performance or circular tracks to be as 
from a time standpoint. Performances of 
“crabs”? outof the chute have demonstrated 


this. 
IT MEANT A 1:40 GAIT. 

It is only necessary to note the fractional 
time to see that the speeding must have been 
chtefly done in the chute, or that the aggregate 
fis erroneous. The first half is given as :48l2 and 
the total as 2:3442. making the last mile 1:46. A 
look at the quarters of the mile from wire to 
wire is suggestive. The first quarter 26 seconds, 
@ 1:44 pace; the seconc 27 seconds. a 1:48 gait: 
the third 28 seconds, a 1:52 rute, and the final 25 
seconds, a 1:40 clip. 

There is hardly a sane man who will accept 
the time of that last quarter. Proctor Knott 

‘led a length coming into the stretch and Spo- 
kane had to run the final quarter at better than 
a 1:40 gait to win. All accounts agree that both 
colts. swerved on the stretch, and it does seem to 
be taxing one’s credulity too much to ask that it 
shall be believed that 3-year-olds carrying 115 or 
118 pounds can goa mile and a quarter in 2:09%g, 
and then go another quarter, in which they do a 
little swerving, in 2% seconds or better. F'fty- 
three seconds for the finul half is about right; 
the quarters look differently. 

There is nosense in ignoring the claims of 
Spokane and Proctor Knott' to rank as great 
3-year-olds, The way they beat their company 
showed their quality. Either may win the Amer- 
ican Derby, but before conceding that event to 
e1ther it will be advisable to wait for more intel- 
ligible tests than running outof the chute at 
Louisville and the timing that naturally follows 
such a performance. 

, THE CZAR WILL BEAT BOTA. 

Chicago turfmen who saw the Kentucky Derby 
run say the official time was at least » second fast. 
Several Chicagoans who have had experience as 
timers held watches on the race and the 
fastest any of them caught Spokane 
Was 2:35. Owners and trainers who 
oceupied positions in the field much nearer the 
Starting point than the timers’ stand generaily 
agreed with the Chicago men. A few outsiders

The Winner's Pedigree. 

While looking over the stock at the Fat Stock 
and Horse Show at the Exposition Building last 
fall Maj. Joseph Rowett said to a TRIBUNE fe- 
porter: “Icanremember the time when we 
had to go from Lilinois to Kentucky for every- 
thing in the stock line—for our hogs, cattle,

What Will Gay Bring? 

Trotting circles throughout the country are 
greatly exercised over the Fasig sale, which be- 
gins at Cleveland Monday, May 13. * What will 
Guy bring?” was the question W. P. Ijams of 
Terre Haute asked of D. J. Campau of Detroit 
during the meeting of the Board of Appeals of 
the American Trotting Association at the Sher- 
man House last week. ‘“‘Twenty thousand dol- 
lars,’ was the answer. “I'll bet a new hat he 
doesn’t bring that much,” saidIjams. “I'll take 
that bet,’ responded Campau, “and I'll bet 
another hat that if he don’t bring $20,000 I'li own 
him.” “Why do you think so well of him?” 
asked Ijams. “Because I think he will 
beat the record. He is the fastest trotter 
in the country today.” In reply to this 
Mr. Ijams offered to wager $100 that Guy would 
not beat Maud S.’s 2:08% this year.’ Mr. Campau 
laughed and said: “I’il do better. Ill bet $500 
a year that it isn’t beaten in three vears. I 
Know they are breeding more trotters and de- 
veloping more fust ones than ever, but I have 
great respect for the old mare's record. Sunol, I 
know, has @ 2-year-old record of 2:18 and people 
figure from that that she ought to beat Maud 
S.’stime. It’s a long way from 2:18 to 2:08%. 
While lexpect to see Guy beat the record I 
wouldn't buck him. I am satisfied he can trot 
in 2:10 and hasn't so far to go as the others, and 
that's why I like nis chances.”’ 

The remarks of Messrs. ljams and Campau are 
fair samples of conversations that are reported 
from various parts of the country. 
Estimates of what Guy will bring 
have been made all the way from 
$10,000 to $50,000. The fact that the little black 
gelding has shown himself a-great performer to 
the — leads to the belief that some of the 
weaithy Eastern road riders will bid high for 
him.

Proctor Knott and Bis Sire.

When 
Jim Williams owned the latter he knew he hada 
wonderfully fast colt, and could not understand 
why he did not vanquish every 2-year-old in the 
country.

He opened 
negotiations with Williams and quickly 
made the purchase. Having had experience 
with Bramble, who always went away fighting 
for his head ana was found to work admirably 
when allowed to go away with a rush, to be grad- 
ually steadied into a rating stride, Phil directea 
Jimmy to handle Luke in precisely the same 
manner as he had Bramble. The result was as- 
tonishing, and in Jimmy’s hands Luke soon be- 
came recognized asinvincibie. Whether similar 
handling will bring about similar resultsin Proc- 
tor Knott’s case remains to be determined. He 
cannot stand the choking process any more than 
his sire, but the weights are heavier than in his 
sire’s racing days, and it is an open question if

Then he offered to give $10,000 for 
the running qualities forone yearof the mare 
and her stable companions Libretto and Lavinia 
Belle. Even this did not tempt Frank Harper, 
who ordered the horses home, where he could sit 

and look at them. Roche was lucky, for a tumor 
developed in one of Valuable’s feet, and had he 
obtained her running qualities they woulg.pave 
been a dead loss. 


Washington VPark Program. 

Secretary Brewster has just issued the full 
program of the Washington Park meeting, which 
will begin Saturday, June 22, and close Satur- 
day. July 2. It presents twenty-four racing 
days with five events each. Of the 120 events 106, 
including nineteen handicaps, are purses and 14 
are stakes.

He is 5 
feet 10% inches tall and wiil weigh 180 pounds, 
and he is.fairly clever, too. He is expected to 
make a good showing with the California man 
and I believe he will, but I can't figure on him as 
awinner. This battie and those arranged be- 
tween Dempsey and Ellingsworth, La Blanche 
and Ellingsworth, and La Blanche and Carroll, 
indicate that there is no decrease in the love of 
pugilism in California, and I learn that the sport 
is even on the increase. The California club 
has, in addition to the events mentioned, been 
trying to secure a match between Jem Carney 
and Jim Carroll, who whipped Sam Blakelock. 
That, however, is not the best move possible. 

THE AMERICA’S CUP. 

The controversy over. the arrangements for 
the America’s cup race gtows warmer and 
warmer, and the fecling is growing that if 
the Englishmen want the cup and the advantage 
of our time allowance rules let them build boats 
to coaform to our rules. I bad a chat with 
George A. Schuyler Thursday afternoon, and the 
ex-owner of the famous cup, who gave it to the 
New York Yacht Ciub as a perpetual challenge 
trophy, said: 

“Tam told now-that the only stumbling block 
seems to be the ‘new deedof gift.’ Exactly 
what that means I am ata lossto know. The 
English press howled and continues to howl 
about the unfair and unsportsmaniike condi- 
tions of the instrument, and declares that no 
challenge could be ‘sent under it. Still, [have 
yet to learn in what particular this 1s so, for no 
one has ever given any specific details as to the 
cause of the objections. Why don't they teil 
us wherein the fauit les if it is so apparent 
to them? I have only seen criticisms in the 
most general way. Assuming what they say to 
be true, still they have no cause to grumble now, 
for the race is to be sailed under the terms; of the 
old deed, according to a resolution passed by the 
New York Yacht Club May 17, 1883. There are 
only two important clauses in the new deed that 
differ in any way from those in the old,”’ 

‘* Why were those changes deemed necessary?” 

“It was only to avoid any future complica- 
tions regarding a system of measurement for 
time allowance. Every yachtsman knows how 
these rules varyin different clubs and the nat- 
ural misunderstundings that are likely to arise 
from this fact. The English d:d not tax draught, 
and naturally, as this was nota factor in their sys- 
tem of measurement, they compressed beam and 
built their boats deep, thus galning great power. 
Had the Mayflower-Gulatea contest been sailed 
under the English rule, the Mayflower wouid 
probably have had to allow the Galatea about 
twenty minutes, whereas; under our system, 
they were practically the same. By the new 


deed all future contests must be sailed-under 


the rules of the club holding the cup, in the event 
of the parties failing to arrive at a mutual 
uncerstanding.”’ 

Now, as Mr. Schuyler truly said, ‘*they have 
no cause to grumble,”’ but they ure growliug like 
an old man with a weatherwise corn. Of course 
where so much discontent is manifested there 
must be some reason for it, and in my opinion 
the reason for the present maaifestation is that, 
fearing defeat, the owner of the Valkyrie dis- 
counts the result by working up English indigna- 
tion in advance. That may be a good plan and 
it may enable Lords Dunraven to slide down 
easily when defeat comes to him, but it is unjust 
to Americans, and unmanly, too. At ieast that 
is the way American yachtsmen feel about it. 
I suppose “his Ludship’’ may think otherwise.

The railroad 
situation is in such a miserable tangle, 
brought thereto by speculative mietiods, 
that it will be no matter for wonder if it be 
improved only by resort to what the doctors 
would call a heroic remedy. But such rem- 
edy is notlikely to be an abandonment of 
Governmental protection to the public, who 
would thus be left at the mercy of the rail- 
roads. It is notimpossible that the reform will 
be wrought out by the opposite course of a 
more radical and thorough supervision’ of 
railroads and their methods by the Govern- 
ment than has yet been attempted.

Tue Toronto Mail tells of a serious discrim- 
ination against the flour millers of Canada 
from which they are suffering as a conse- 
guence of ill-advised ‘legislation in that coun- 
try. The miller has to buy his wheat ata 
price equal to that paid in the United States, 
plus a duty of 15 cents per bushel, and tne 
Government standard for the purpose of 
gcipding in bond allows four and three- 
fourths bushels of wheat forthe production 
of a barrel of flour: The duty on the mate- 
rial thus amountsto 71\¢ cents per barrel, 
while the duty on the same quantity of flour 
manufactured in the United States is only 50 
cents. This is a bonus of more than 21 cents 
paid to the American miller, and it consti- 
tutes just so \much of a temptation to 
the Canadian to remove his busi- 
ness across the line. It is also said 
the difference in the cost of transport- 
ing the offal is by no means an unimportant 
one, which redounds to the benefit of the 
operative on this side of the line. The Cana- 
dian Millers’ Association has asked that the 
matter be equalized by imposing a higher 
tariff on flour, but it 18 not improbable it will 
be solved by taking off tne duty on the grain. 
The latter solution would be more in har- 
mony with the tendency to commercial con- 
solidation, and would leave less to be changed: 
in the event of such wjunction of interests 
by the two countries, which now appears to 
be inevitable, though the date cannot be fixed 


yet. 
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Is IT MERELY A COINCIDENCE? 

It is singular that the incoming of a Demo- 
cratic City Administration should be prompt- 
ly followed by a renewal of the oid, haif- 
forgotten complaints of Harrisonian days 
about a scanty supply of water.. Those pa- 
pers which worked for the election of the 
present Mayor say it does seem a little odd 
and on the surface does not look well. But 
they are swift to assure their readers it is 
not due tothe departure of Gerecke or the 
management of Cregier. They are satisfied, 
with the explanation given at the City-Hall, 
which is mainly the old, worn-out one that 
people have been wasteful of the water. 
That was the charge in 1887, but Mayor 
Roche vindicated them and showed they had 
not been consuming the quantities they were 
credited with. 

The city authorities also say there has 
been a large increase in consumption since 
last year, when none of these complaints 
were made. They say that forty miles. of 
new pipe have been laid, and that the 
“ wastefulness’”’ and the increased demand 
account for the shortage. Doubtless there 
are more people in Chicago to use water than 
a year ago, but it is a question whether there 
are enough of them to account for the fact 
that the water in the city pipes bas a story less 
head nowthan then. The largest amount 
pumped on any day last year was on the hot 
day of June 20, when the thermometer was 
as hich as any time last week. There were 
then pumped 120,745,850 gallons. At that 
time the average capacity of all the engines 
was 153,000,000 gallons, or nearly 33,000,000 
more than the amount pumpedon that hot 
June day, when all the people were letting 
their faucets run and using their hose and 
lawn sprinklers -from sunrise till late at 
night. Has there been since last June such 
an increase in the population as to exhaust 
this reserve? It might be increased a quar- 


}ter and the total capacity of the works 


would be just reached. No one ciaims, how- 
ever, that 200,000 have been added to the pop- 
ulation since June, nor the third of it, nor 
has there been so much more water waste in 
this warm May than in last vear’s warm days 
as to account satisfactorily for this shortage. 

It must be understood, moreover, that these 
complaints of alack of water are not scatter- 
ing ones. They come from all parts of the 
city. The trouble is felt within half a mile 
of the North Side works as well as ata dis- 
tance of three miles. The city authorities do 
not state how many million gallons aday they 
have been pumping lately. Ifitis not greatly 
in excess of last year’s maximum the trouble 
must he with the engines. Has anything 
been done to them during the last month, or 
have incompetent been substituted for com- 
petent engineers? If either of these has 
happened: there is probably the explana- 
tion of the complaints of an insufiicient 
water supply. 


THE NEW CIVIL SERVICE COMMISSION. 

Even the mugwumps are forced to admit 
that the President has risen to the ideal 
standards of civil service reform in his re- 
cent appointments to fill the vacancies in the 
Civil Service Commission. Mr. George Will- 
1am Curtis in his jeremiad to the association, 
of which he is President, charged that “not 
a single member of the Cabinet, a single 
Senator or Representative in Congress, or, 
with few honorable exceptions, like Theodore 
Roosevelt of New York, a single recognized 
leader of the dominant party has publicly 
insisted that the declared policy of the party 
on this subject shail be respected.” In this 
category Mr. Curtis by inferefice also in- 
cluded the President, and yet almost before 
his words were in print Gen. Harrison 
names his “honorable exception,” Mr. 
Roosevelt, for one of the places, and for the 
other the Democrat, Hugh Thompson, the 
pet of the mugwumps, the man chosen for 
the same place by that eminent civil service 
‘| reformer, Grover Cleveland, in whom no 
mugwump has yet seen any guile. 

Perhaps now these mousing critics will 
concede that the President is earnestly de- 
sirous that the reform of the civil service 
shail be advanced. He has selected for the 
Republican member a man specially desig- 
nated by Mr. Curtis himself as the embodi- 
ment of the idea, aman who has been con- 
spicuously identified for years with the work 
which will devolve upon the commission, 
who belongs to no faction, and whose hon- 
esty and feariessness are conceded by ail. 
He has selected for the Democratic member 
@ man just as closely identified with the re- 
formas Mr. Roosevelt, and one who isas 
satisfactory to the mogwumps as he is un- 
satisfactory to the spoils Democrats with 
whom they have been training through their 
hatred of Mr. Blain’. The third member of 
the commission, Mr. Lyman, is known to be 
as enthusiastic and courageous in this spe- 
cial work of reform as his associates, and 
thus, for the first tame in four years, the com- 
mission will be under genuine civil service 
control and will work harmoniously togetner. 

So far as it is possible to advance the re. 
form no doubt can exist that it will pe 
advancea? Had it been the President’s dis- 
position or intention to impede or crippie it 


efficient and thorough, or certain to work 
against each other, a8 Was the case in Mr. 
Cleveland’s commission. It is evident the 
President is earnest in his effort to carry out 
the declaration of his party in this matter, 
and to this end he has been particularly 
‘carefulin making bis appointments. It is 
just as evident, however, that the mug- 
wumps are doomed to be dissatisfied with 
the working of the reform, as their point of 
view is different. Their idea of reform 
would be the retention of all those appointed 
by Mr. Cleveland. This canuot be done, 
however, for the reason that under the in- 
efficiency andinharmony of the Cleveland 
‘commission the service was stocked with 
partisans and incapables as the reward for 
their partisan work, and as the result nearly 
every branch of tne service has been demor- 
alized and the public interests have suffered.

ANOTHER CHICAGO INDUSTRY. 

A week ago Tuz TrinuNeE stated that the 
chemists of the Standard Oil Company had 
worked out a process for refining the crude 
petroleum of Ohio, commonly called Lima 
oil, so that it made as good an illuminant as 
the Pennsylvania oil. Assuming that the 
chemical difficulty had been surmounted, 
there was little room for question as to the 
next step which the great corporation would 
take. It would nevessari!ly have to build re- 
fining works somewhere near this city, 
which is the great distributing point 6f the 
Northwest. The company would never pipe 
its oil to Cleveland and refine it’ there and 
then send it westward by railor lake to the 
Western States when it had a pipe line from 
Lima to this city. Yesterday’s dispatcbes 
show that the company has done precisely 
what was expected of it. [t has bought up a 
quantity of the sand lands of Whiting, Ina., 
just across the State line and but seventeen 
miles from this city, and there it intends to 
build the biggest refinery in the world, which 
‘will provide for the Western and Southern 
business, while the Lima works will attend 
to that of the Kast, 

The Standard Oil Company recogzizes the 
fact that Chicago, next to New York, is the 
greatest distributing point in the country, as 
weli as one of the largest local markets. The 
produce of the Whiting refinery can go 
by lake to the Northwest, or it can go by rail 
in that direction to the West and to the 
South and Southwest. The compuny has 
thus far made itself independent of the lines 
between here and Cleveland. If it finds the 
capacity of its present pipe line is insuffi- 
cient it can lay another beside it. Having 
bought up about all the Ohio oil producing 
lands, it need fear no rivalry and can pro- 
ceed to dictate to a continent the price at 
which it shail light up its homes. 

The site is wisely chosen. It is out of the 
way where it will annoy and endanger .no 
one, and yet so near Chicago as to be prac- 
tically a part of the city. The offices will be 
here and Chicago will be the distributing 
point of the product, so that this can legit- 
imately be spoken of as the place where the 
petroleum refining interest of the country is 
centered. 


THE BOYS IN THE NEW YORK ORK PARADE. 

A New York correspondent, in reviewing 
the celebration in that city of the centenary 
of the Constitution, says the parade of the 
4,000 schoolboys in the procession “will live 
in the memory of all present after all the 
rést has become a faded dream,” and that 
*‘one may forget the warships and the civic 
parade, but one can never forget that appear- 
ance of the schoolboys of New York.’”’ The 
boys moved with pertect time, deportment, 
and alignment, and it is said no such march- 
ing was ever seen in the streets of New 
Yors. “That knocks alf soldiers out,’’ said 
a Grand Army commandant. 
can’t beat ’em,’’ exclaimed another. Women 
were affected to tears and men even be- 
trayed signs of emotion as the school- 
boys passed by. The correspondent even 
deciares that, “though it 1s a strange thing 
for men about town and about such 
@ town as this to be affected,” —yst 
the marching of the schoolboys appeared to 
arouse some kind of patriotic or other feel- 
ing in the bregsts of hardened Wall street 
sharks and stockjobbers. What is the ex- 
planation of all this? Why was it the parade 
of the schoolboys was the only thing in the 
New York demonstration that seeméd to 
arouse real pride ana feeling! It was not 
the mere éxcellence of their marching, but 
the fact that the boys had no ugly political 


day that made their appearance in the parade 
exceptionally appropriate. The boys were 
not affected by avarice and political corrup- 
tion. If New York City had always been an 
anti-National, disunionist hotbed the boys 
were not responsible. They had no part in 
arraying New York City against Lincoln, 
and Grant, and every other distinguished 
Nationalist. In fact, if the old centre of 
Toryism and anti-Nationalism is ever to be 
redeemed it must be by the boys. They 
alone give hope for the future. The one 
cheering thing in the New York celebration 
was the appearance of the youths, who are 
not yet infected with the anti-Natonal dog- 
ma or the mercenary spirit of the great 
stockjobbing and money centre. With them 
avarice has not smothered the generous sen- 
timents. Well might their appearance 
arouse a hope that New York may yet be re- 
deemed.

THE TRUE REMEDY. 

A dispatch from Richmond, Va., accredits 
Mr. William L. Royall, counsel for the for- 
eign bondholders and evidently an aspirant 
fora seat in Congress, with the statement 
that if he were sent there he should favor 
the repeal of the fifteenth amendment and 
the distranchisement of the negro, ana that 
he believes there is a prospect for the repeal. 
Mr. Royall also goes further in explanation 
of his position, with the usual cant aboutgthe 
ignorance of the negro and the mistake that 
was made in giving him the ballot. If Mr. 
Royallis honest in thus defining his views it 
only goes toshow he is densely ignorant as 
to public sentiment in this country. It is 
more likely he has secured the publication of 
the claptrap to help bimseif among his 
would-be constituents. If he really thinks 
that any Congress can be organized which 
would have a two-thirds majority in each 
House for such a proposition, or, if it could, 

athat three-fourths of the Legislatures (32 out 
of 42 States) would ratify it, he is a lunatic; 
if he does not think so, then he is playing the 
demagogue. Revolutions never go back- 
wards. The tendency of this country is: not 
to take away the suffrage from the weak or 
the poor, but to extend it tothem. Other- 
wise it would not be given to hordes of aliens 
after brief residence here and often before 
thev can speak the language plainly. Thou- 
sands of these blacks whom Royall proposes

CONDUCTORS AND THE SMOKE NUISANCE. 

The West Side Street Railway Company 
hasissued the following order, to go into 
effect Wednesday: 


On after May 15 all conductors and drivers 
of the West Division Street-Car Company must 
appear on dutyin white linen shirts and collars— 
the regulation summer uniform. Refusal or 
neglect to obey this order will be deemed suffi- 
cient cause for dismissal. 


As might be expected, the conductors pro- 
test. Itisalittle better than the shirtcollar 
and spurs which formed the airy costume of 
the Georgia Major, but it is hardly warm 
enough for a chilly day. It might have been 
unobjectionable so far as personal comfort 
was concerned last week, but the rain of 
Friday has lowered the temperature. More- 
over, this dress will not suit tne notions of 
the police, ang unless Mr. Yerkes has in- 
fluence with the present City Government 


. the police will be piucking his scantily ciad 


conductors off .the cars on the ground that 
they have not clothes enough en to meet the 
requirements of the city ordinances, which are 
exceedingly strict on that subject, even when 
itcomes to going bathingin the lake. There- 
fore itis probable this rigorous order will 
be so far modified as to permit the con- 
ductors to wearin addition linen trousers, 
canvas shoes, and white straw hats. Thus 
attired they will be as pleasing to the eye as 
the flowers in May. 

The men, however, prefer colored shirts 
and collars. More than three-fourths of them 
now wear them. They say they are more 
comfortable and easier to keepclean. They 
say that whiie the smoke nuisance lasts, ex- 


‘posed as they are ali day long to an atmos- 


vhere loaded down with soot, it is impossible 
tor them to keep a white garment in decent 
condition. They are, they say, daily caught 
at the bridges and smothered with smoke 
from the tugs. Hence, if they have to wear 
what the order calls ‘* white sbirts,’’ better 
known to them as “biled rags,’’ they will 
have to carry aspare garment around with 
them and slip it on when they get a chance. 
Their washing bilis will be increased, and 
unless the road will start a laundry for their 
special benefit they do not see how they can 
stand the expense or their wives the extra 
work. 

There is considerable reason in these ob- 
jections. The smoke nuisance 1s intolerable, 
and it is hard for a man with the greatest of 
precaution to keep his shirt-front ciean 
after he has been out of the house a few 
minutes. But if the company insists on its 
order and the mén decide to obey they might 
see what relief they can get by appealing to 
those who cause nine-tenths of this nuisance 
and can stop it whenever they please. If 
labor is to conquer it must stand by labor. 
If the engineers and stokers blacken the 
clothes of the conductors, do they when in 
trouble expect the street-car men to stand 
by them? They must be accommodating if 
they hope to get accommodation. The work- 
ingmen who run the boilers make the nui- 
sance, If feliow-laborers in the interest of 
labor ask them to stop willtheynotdoit? The 
Street-Car Union should ask the other union 
and see if there is any solidarity in labor, or 
if one workingman is as quick to oppress 
and injure his,fellow as the most bloated of 
corporations could be. Will the stoker on 
land and water lt up on the conductor?

THE APOSTLE OF THE LEPEBRS. 

‘** The barkentine W. H. Dimond, which ar- 
rived at San Francisco from Honolulu, 
brought word that the Rev. Father Damien, 
widely cbiebratedtas the leper priest of Mo- 
lokhki, died at Kalawa, Hawaii, April 10.” In 
this littie news item, which appeared in Tue 
TRIBUNE a day or two ago, is contained the 
sad record of the death of one of the noblest 
heroes of the present century, a man of 
whom it may well be said the world was not 
worthy. History does not show a more 
glorious record of faith, courage, self-devo- 
tion, and love of humanity than that of the 
heroic Father Damien, who has fallen a mar- 
tyr to duty self-imposed. 

All the lepers of the Hawaiian Islands, 
owing to the rapid spread of the disease, are 
sent by the Government w Molokai, one of 
the smallest islands of the group, and kept 
there in a colony by themselves. For years 
they were shunned by all,‘and, left without 
care or supervision, their condition became 
horrible. They were mostly from the lowest 
classes of the Hawaiians. There was no law 
to restrain them. They livedin filth. They 
discovered a root which would produce 
intoxication, and indulged in ,it to 
such an extent that they speedily added to 
the loathsomeness of their disease the most 
squalid and abject forms of physical and 
moral degradation. No one dared to go to 
their relief until 1873, when Father Damien, 
a young Belgian priest, who had béen a mis- 
sionary in Hawaii, determined to devote 
himself to the work of caring forthem. He 
was but 33 years of age, a man in the flower 
of his life, strong in physique, elegantly edu- 
cated, delicate and refined in his tastes, and 
with a successful career opening out before 
him. Fuliy aware of the nature of his 
duties, knowing fuli well the sure doom 
which sooner or later awaited him, he de- 
libeérately abandoned his prospects, shut his 
eyes to ail pleasures and preferments, went 
to his Bishop and volunteered to exile him- 
self among these dreadful creatures and to 
exchange the certainty of a long and happy 
life among his kind for a few yearsof hard 
and repulsive experiences and martyrdom 
by the awful sufferings and death from 
leprosy. The Bishop gave the order in the 
name of his church and the priest fearlessly 
accepted it. He was landed upon the island 
which he could never leave again upon pain 


“of death. 


For eleven years Father Damien worked 
as priest, physician, teacher, and magistrate 
among these creatures. He reformed their 
habits and cured them of the vice of intem- 
perance, 
munities and encouraged them to erect 
decent haditations instead of herding in‘com- 
mon, as they had been doing. He broke up 
many of their paganist rites and practices 
which had been of the most degraded char- 
acter. He was their mason and carpenter, 
and after almost innumerable difficulties had 
been removed built a littie church for them. 


He cared for the sick in their last moments, 


digged the graves, and buried their dead. 
He was always at| the beach to receive and 
weicome every fresh victim. A writer: in 
Longman’s Magazine says of his labors: 


Damien came, a priest and a teacher, among 
these abandoned, dying wretches. At first, as he 
says himself, his labors seemed to be almost in 
vain. But his kindness, his charity, his sympa- 
thy, and his religious zeal had not long to wait 
before their influence was felt. Before he 
reached Moiokai-the leper settlement was 
squalid, hideous, almost hellish; now it is a 
peaceful, law abiding community, presenting an 
attractive and even on some sides a cheerful ap- 
Itisa colony of neat, whitewashed 
wooden cottages, some of them stanaing in the 
pasture-lands, some among fields of sweet pote 
toes, some even having their verandas and gar- 
defs of bananas and sugar-canes. 


Mr. Edward Clifford, the Treasurer of an 
English organization known as the Church 
Army, which has taken a great interest in 
Father Damien’s labors, visited the colony 
last December with some gifts, and in a letter 
written about that time said: 


He is just what you would expect him to be—a 
simple, sturdy, hard working, devout man. No 
job was too menial for him— uilding, carpenter: 


pearance. 


He divided them into little com-— 


The leprosy has disfigured him a good deal, but 
I never fee! it anything but a p 
him, and already the gurian oil which I brought 
-is making a manifest difference in his face and 
hands and in his power of sleeping. How far the 
cure will reach 1t is of course impossible to say. 
He is such a busy man that I sometimes fear he 
will not find time to do the medicine fuil justice. 
The English affection and sympathy touch him 
much indeed. Pray for him, for there must 
be many times when he is tempted to be discour- 
aged and-oversad at all the terrible cases— 
bodies and souls—around bim,. I was giad to be 
here at Christmas. You would have enjoyed the 
hearty way in which the lepers sang **O come, 
all ye faithful.”” I have been much interested in 
an old Cnaristian leper from America who says 
he can thank God for His kindness and for many 
great mercies since he came here. He is more 
happy and contented than many people who 
have health, wealth, and friends,‘and it has come 
to him through his illness. Fa 
tola me today that for the first time for months 
he has been able to sing again. 


Eleven years were thus passed by Father 
Damien in his great work with ummunity 
from the dreadful disease, but in 1884 he be- 
gan to recognize the familiar symptoms. A 
year later he was convinced he was brother 
to those apout him closer than ever now by 
the horrible physical ties that bound him to 
them, but he calmly, uncomplainingly, and 
heroicaily continued his work. The sainat- 
like character of the man is shown by the 
following extract from a letter written to a 
friend in 1886: 


Having no doubt of the real character of my 
disease | feel caim, resigned, and happier among 
my people. Almighty God knows what is best 
for my sanctification, and with that conviction [ 
say daily a good Fiut voluntas Jua. Please pray 
for your afflicted friend, and recommend me and 
my unhappy people to all servants of the Lord. 

One of Father Damien’s last letters which 
have been published was the following ac- 
knowledgment of a subscription of money 
sent him by an English clergyman: 

My Reverend aad Dear Sir: Your two letters 
of Dec. 1, with inclosed draft for £975, arrived 
safely on the 17th inst. May your highly appre- 
ciated endeavor to Assist my unfortunate people 
be as a magnetic point to attract special graces 
upon you, your family, and all the generous con- 
tributors, and thus be verified in each and every 
one of you the words of the Holy Scripture, Bene- 
facit anima suc vir misericors, “ A merciful man 
doeth good to his own soul.” 


Itis known that before his death Father 
Damier was a terrible sufferer, but the heroic 
soul is now at rest. By the side of this 
humble, faithful priest cheerfully going to 
the certainty of .a terrible death after a 
loathsOme death in life for years in order to 
benefit the condition of semi-savage wretches 
similarly afflicted, self-exiling himself from 
ail his fellows forever, with no inspiration of 
popular sympathy and no reward of popular 
applause, with no hope of earthly glory or 
fame, and forgotten of men, the heroes wor- 
shiped by the world seem insignificant in- 
deed. No “monument more enduring:than 
brass”? will outlive the exalted record of 
Father Daraien’s heroic life, no laurels or 
crown can eclipse the glory of the halo about 
his memory. With their physical courage 
others may have achieved deeds worthy of 
the demigods, but this priest, impelled by 
spiritual courage, led the Christ life and 
stood side by side with his Master as the be- 
loved apostle, for ‘* Greater love hath no man 
than this, that a man lay down his life for 
his friends.’”” His church may canvnize him, 
but grander than conferred saintship was 
the supreme pity of this man for the out- 
casts of the Molokai rocks. 

AFTER DRY WEATHER COMES WET. 

The head of the Signal Service Bureau has 
worked out one weather axiom which he is 
sure is sound and always can be depended on. 
That is, that after a dry season there will be 
a rain—sometimes heavy, sometimes light, 
but always a rain. . This truth had been 
dimly seen by him before ever he entered on 
his present important duties, and a study of 
meteorological phenomena for years has con- 
vinced him ofitstruth. Therefore, after a 
long spell of dry weather it is not merely 
politic but safe to predict rain.

THE “LEVER” GOOD FOR NOTHING WITH- 
OUT THE FULCRUM. 

The Lever, the Chicago prohibition organ, 
in commenting on a recent article in Tug 
TRIBUNE which pointed out the good effects 
of high licensein reducing the number of 
saloons in Boston and Pittsburg, says “every 
point is a telling one for prohibituon.” It 
adds: ‘If the argument is valid against the 
1,500 saloonkeepers of Boston who have been 
laid off it returns with tenfold force against 
the 780 who remain.”’ Not so. No such con- 
clusion is warranted for the simple reason 
that regulation, control, and partial repres- 
sion of saloons may be feasible where exter- 


Because 1,500 saloons have been closed by 
high license in Boston it does not follow that 
the 750 now remaining can also be driven out 
of the traffic. To attempt that would be 
to array the enormous mass of drink- 
ers against the law and so break 
it down entirely. The more respectable 
drinkers do not codperate with saloonkeepers 
to resist high license. They prefer to have 
fewer saloons and have them kept under 
close police surveillance and made more 
orderly. Singlebanded the saloonkeepers 
can make no successful resistance, and 
unable to get the drinkers to help them fight 


mit. Hence the restrictive and regulative 
features of high license are easily enforced. 
But when an attempt is made to close 
all saloons and stop the traffic in liquor 
entirely the drinkers, regarding the attack 
as made upon them, aid the saloonkeepers 
to nullify prohibition.

Fortunately, they have no such hostility to a 
well-adjusted system of high license taxation, 
and the latter is practicable where prohibi-. 
tion could be only a dead letter. 

The utter failure of prohibition in all large 
places is caused by wantof popular support. 
The liquor drinkers, feeling they are struck 
ut, make common cause with the saloon- 
keepers and defeat the enforcement of the 
law. In self-governing countries popular 
opinion, acting through a majority of the 
voters, always determines how laws will be 
enforced. Dislike it as you may, the hard 
fact remains. The best solution of the 
liquor question that has ever been poposed 
is local option and high tax, because this 
method fits in exactly with the prevailing 
popular sentiment in each municipality and 
county. All attempts to force prohibition,on 
an anti-prohibition community utterly fail. 
The fulcrum of.the whole thing is popular 
sentiment, and the Zever will never lift the 
load nor remove the liquor traffic without 
that all-important support. 

Unlike the prohibitionists, the liquor deal- 
ers do not blind themselves as to the crip- 
pling effect of high license on the traffic. 
The Champion, a special organ of the Chi- 
cago liquor interest, says: 


The enemy to be dreaded is the moderate, con- 
scientious, although misinformed and misguided 
or cunning and malicious opponent of the saloon, 
who, through the imposition of an exorbitantly 
high license law and early closing and Sunday 
closing municipal ordinances, seeks to reduce the 
numerical strength of the saloons to such an 
insignificant figure that their influence and 
power for self-protection will be reduced, in fact 
comparatively destroyed. 


PARNELL’S GOOD WORK. 

Archbishop Walsh’s testimony before the 
Parnell Commission during the last week is 
the most emphatic tribute yet paid to the 
Irish leader for his great services to his 
countrymen ané for his “wise and patriotic 
course.. The Dublin Archbishop, who is not 
of the same faith as Mr. Parnell, says in ef- 
fect that when the latter assumed the Irish 
leadership the whole island was honey- 
combed with secret societies, ribbonmen, 
Fenians, White Boys, and tenant conspira- 
cies, allregarding lawlessness and outrage 
as a means to obtain justice. Mr. Parnell 
did not denounce those societies. It would 
have been unwise and utterly useless to do 
so. He merely advocated open organization 
within the law. He assisted in perfecting 
su@& organization. He taught Irishmen to 
work within the’ Constitution. The Land 
Leagues and subsequently the National 
Leagues were organized on this basis, ‘As 
the leagues spread,” testifies the Arch- 
bishop, ** the secret societies vanished. . The 
people learned to prefer open parliamentary 
action and to dislike secrecy.”” Mr. Parnell 
did more in this respect than all the prelates 
and priests of Archbishop Walsh’s church 
had been able to doin twenty years. They 
merely denounced. Mr. Parnell showed a 
safer and surer way than the secret societies 


indicated. He showéd itso plainly that the 


peopie followed. 

It was only when Mr. Parnell was inter- 
rupted in this work of what may be called 
constitutional education and agitation and 
was thrown into prison that the Irish secret 
societies revived. In reply to a foolish ques- 
tion by a Tory cross-examiner as to the re- 
newalof outrages in 1882 the Archbishop 
said there was then “ an increase in the num- 
ber of secret societies owing to the disorgan- 
ization of the league under the imprisonment 
of its leaders, and while the people were 
driven to despair by evictions.”’ It was 
during the imprisonment of Parnell, Davitt, 
and Dillon that the brutal and murderous 
Invincible Society was organized and the 
Phoenix Park butcheries planned. The Gov- 
ernment of the day was more responsible for 
those crimes than was the league. 

That Mr. Parnell had no sympathy with 
crime or outrage is now admitted by nis bit- 
terest Tory accusers. Hetried to diminish 
both, and to abolish at the same time the 
cause and the agency of both. When asked 
by the Tory Attorney General the other day 
what he thought of members of the league 
who advocatea dynamite outrages he prompt- 
ly rephed: ‘**They were traitors to tne 
league and to Ireland.” That there were 
such traitors in the league is undoubted, but 
Mr. Parnell was not responsibie for them. 
He tmed by his advice, his policy, and his 
methods to make them impossible. He has 
succeeded to a greater extent than is gener- 
ally believed. Recent events in Ireland and 
in this country indicate that there are few 
thinking Lrishmen who now believe it to be 
an honor to belong to a secret society.

One of the most disastrous effects of the storm 
which passed over Chicago and vicinity Friday 
evening was the destruction of the stables of 
Frank Sturges, President of the Chicago Stamp- 
ing Company, at Riverside.

What 
made the matter so serious was the fact that in 
the stable were between fifty and sixty horses, 
all of them valuable and some of them worth 
from $4,000 to $6,000. When the bolt struck 
the horses became terrorized. The men em- 
ployed about the stables rushed in. and at the 
risk of being trampled to death untied the fright- 
ened animals and drove them out. Owing to the 
excellent construction of the barn this was a 
comparatively casy matter, as there were several 
exits. In the case of six or seven stallions it was 
deemed unsafe to drive them out, and it was nec- 
essary to lead them out with halters. Each one 
was released safely with the exception of the 
last. This one was suffocated. The stables were 
fittedup with all conveniences and cost about 
$10,000. The fire, which could be seen for miles, 
attracted a great deal of attention, and it is 
safe to say the stablemen never worked harder 
in their lives than they did to save the stock. 
Adied to the losg of the stable there will bea 
considerable amount on vehicles, harness, hay, 
etc.

His FRIENDS IN 81. CATHARINES, 


Their Actions Indicate That Something Un- 
usual May Have Happened Among Them. 
St. CATHARINES, Ont. May 11.—[Special.]— 

The sympathies of bis relatives and friends 
in this city who had been iamenting the un- 
timely end of Dr. P. H. Cronin of Chicago 
took a sudden turn when the pews was re- 
ceived that the doctor had been recognized in 
‘Toronto yesterday, and that he left that place 
on the 12:15 p. m. train bound east. It was 
only natural to suppose that he was on his 
way to this plave to pay a visit to his former 
home and acquaintances. 

Tue TRIBUNE correspondent, on calling at 
the house on Willard avenue where Cronin 
used to live, and where some of his relatives 
still live, found everything quiet. There was 
no response to repeated knocks at the door, 
although there was noise in the house. A 
circumstance which indicated that Cronin 
might be in the neighborhood wasa hack a 
little further up the street at a house where 
the doctor’s sister lives. Another circum- 
stance which indicated that something un- 
usual had occurred was the fact that all the 
‘male relatives of the missing doctor were 
absent from their places of employment to- 
day and were walking about town without 


| Knowing why they were doing so. Towards 


evening there was a smail gathering of 
Dr. Cronin’s friends at a house. in the east- 
ern part of the city, where a cousin lives. 
A stranger who appeared at the place was 
afterwards learned to be Pat Mangin, a rail- 
road man trom Chicago, a former resident 
of St. Catharines, and a warm friend of the 
doctor. Mangin says he merely came here 
to consult Cronin’s friends as to what course 
shouid be pursued in arriving at a decision 
regarding the sudden disappearance of the 
doctor. Some of Cronin’s relatives are reti- 
cent, but those who will talk place no cre- 
dence in the report that Cronin wasin To- 
ronto yesterday, and say they have no infor- 
mation whatever from him. They fear he 
has been foully dealt with. Knowing ones 
are of the belief that Cronin is in the city. 


Sure That Cronin Is Dead.’ 

New York, May 11.—[Special.]—Mr. John 
O’Callaghan, Mr. Richard Powers, and Mr.

-ELOPED WITH A KENTUCKY NEGRO. 


The Folly of Lydia Strong of Breathitt 
County, and Its Tragic Results. 
Wincuester, Ky., May 11.—[Special.]—A 
tragedy occurred in Breathitt County yes- 
terday. Judge Ned Strong has a beautiful 
16-vear-old granddaughter, Lydia Strong, 
who became enamored of a colored man 
named Milton Richmond, and an elopement 
was planned. Judge Strong and a few friends 
pursued the fugitives and overtook them. A 
demand for surrender was answered by a 
shot from the man’s pistol, which pierced 
Judge Strong’s hand.

RUNNING DOWN RUMORS. 


THE POLICE DOING WHAT THEY CAN 
IN THE CRONIN CASE. 


Thomas Mapp Tells a Curious Story; 
Which Mr. Conklin Denies—Woodruff 
Repeats His Narrative to the Officers— 
Nothing Found in the Lincoln Park 
Poad—Societies Decide to Try to Un- 
ravel the Mystery. 


The latest pointer in the Cronin case being 
investigated by the police was furnished by 
Thomas B. Mapp, an employé of the Vacuum 
Oil Company, and living at No. 1074 West 
Jackson street. Mapp’s story is that at 4:30 
o’clock last Sunday afternoon, while out for 
@® walk, he saw Saloonkeeper Conk- 
lin and another man just ahead 
of him on Campbell avenue walking 
north near Adams street. Mapp knows 
Conklin well, having been intimately ac 
guainted with him for eigkt years. The 
Stranger he describes as a rough-looking 
character of something below the medium 


_ hight, with a thick dark mustache, sallow 


complexion, and dark eyes: This description 
tallies closely with that Mrs. Conklin gives 
ot the man who Called to get Dr. Cronin Sat- 
urday night. 


Mapp wus about to approach the saloon- 


keeper to talk with him and inquire what 
had brought him in that neighborhood, when 
he noticed that Conkiin and his companion 
seemec engaged in an earnest conversation. 
This deterred him from speaking to Conklin. 
He remembered well, however, that Conklin 
wore at that time a mouse-colored 
turban or English cap and a 
light spring overcoat. Mapp reported this 
thing to Chief Villiers, who thereupon called 
on Copnkhna. At first Conklin denied point 
blank that he had been in that vicinity or 
that he had such a.cap or coat. It happened, 
however, that this identical cap and coat 
were in the room when Chief Villiers was 
talking to Conklin, and on calling Conklin’s 
attention to that fact Mr. Conklin, so the 
story runs, was considerably confused. Conk- 
lin tried to explain by saying he had only 
lately bought the coat, in fact had bought it 
the Saturday previous. 

Mapp’s story will be thoroughly investi- 
gated. It may or may not have some bearing 
on the case. 

WOODRUFF REPEATS HIS STORY. 

“T wish I haa that thing, Lieutenant... I'd 
use iton me.’”’ Woodruff was pointing to 
Lieut. Bannon’s pistol.. ‘“* What, man,” ex- 
claimed the Lieutsnant, ‘‘you wouldn’t kill 
yourself, would you?’ 

“That’s just what I’d do. 
for me.”’. , 

‘* There’s hope, my boy, as long as there’s 
life. You're not so badly off as all that.” 

Frank J. Woodruff was sitting in Capt. 
O’Donnell’s office last evening when he made 
these remarks to Lieut. Bannon. The iman 
looked utterly dejected. He had just gone 
over the details of his trip to Lake View 
with the blood-stained trunk, telling how he 
had been hired to do the work by King and 
repeating the details already known. 

“Did you know what wasin that trunk, 
Woodruff, before you hauled it away?” he 
was then asxed. 

“No; not until after we had left the barn. 
From my knowledge of the two men, King 
and Fairburn, I suspected that they 
probably wanted me to haul some stolen 

. property. But after [I heard the

man they called ‘Doc’ say, ‘Hurrv now 


and take it away,’ I made up my mind it was 
a corpse.”’ 

“Why didn’t you back out then?’’ 

* ] didn’t dare to. . How could |?”’ | 

“Did you ever hear King mention the 
nature of the work he wanted yot to do?” 

** No, I didn’t.” 

SURE IT WAS A WOMAN’S CORPSE. 

He again described minutely the trip to 
Lincoin. Park—how the men sat on the 
wagon, the way the trunk was hauled out. 
pulled into the bushes, and the body dumped 
out of it. 

Then this question was asked him: 

“Why do you say the body was that of a 
woman?” 

“Well, from what they said. King re- 
marked: ‘Well, here’s where we’ll leave 
Allie,’ and then I saw the hand: it was a 
woman’s hand. I couldn’t see the head.” 

His story of Friday afternoon was repeated 
again last night, agreeing in ail details and 
witbout the least deviation. He had often 
met King before last Wednesday and knew 
him: well, he said. Then he spoke of his 
people in Caljifornia. His brother, he said, 
was in @ good position in the house 
of Schilling & Co. of San Francisco, where 
both boys, according to Woodruff, started to- 
gether. His brother stuck to the job while 
Woodruff himself quit at the end of nine 
months. He claims that this is the first time 
he has ever been in serious trouble, though 
he has been arrested several times for dis- 
turbing the peace. His explanation of how 
he came to dispose of the horse and wagon 
that led to his arrest was as follows: 

W hile he was driving across the. Madison 
street bridge Tuesday afternoon with the 
woman Lamont the horse fell and broke the 
shafts. Woodruff could not get them fixed 
and return in time with the rig to the Web- 
ster avenue barn. He traded the top nuggy 
he had for a cart at Green’s stables on West 
Madison street, and it was the following day 
that he endeavored to sell that cart and horse 
at Foley’s. 

DRAGGING THE POND. . 

Capt. Schaack and his men dragged the 
north pond of Lincoin Park ali day yester- 
day, but failed to discover anything. Capt. 
Schaack is more than’ever convinced that if a 
body was sunk in any water it was in 
that of Lake Michigan. A _ sink hole 
connecting with the Fullerton avenue 
sewer was also dragged, but nothing was 
discovered. ‘lhe Captain still holds to his 
original belief, that Woodruff is telling a 
straight story. In that connection the Cap- 
tain was busily engaged yesterday iu foliow- 
ing upa new clew which he thought would 
lead to important developments. This 
was decided on after the Captain had had a 
loug conversation {with Woodruff. The .at- 
ter told the officer many new things, but 
what they were both Woodruff and Schaack 
declined to state. Woodruff limited himself 
to the simple statement that today Schaack 
would take him out to prove the truvh of his 
assertions. Where this will be is not known, 
but it may be to identity either King or Fair- 
burn. 4 

It was pretty generally believed qround po- 
lice headquarters yesterday that Cronin was 
in Canada. The man Long, who claims to 


have seen him, is considered a _ reliable wit- 3 


ness. While living in Chicago he was a 
member of McMulien Court, Catholic Order 
of Foresters, of which Dr. Cronin was the 
medical examiner, and knew Cronin quite 
well. 

James Lynch, said to have veen seen in 
Canada with Dr. Cronin, isin the city and 
has been for a month past. He does not 
know Dr. Cronin by sight. It may be Mr. 
Lynch’s double that is roaming about in Can- 
ada. Yesterday afternoon that gentleman 
himself, in flesh and‘ blood, officiated as a 
pall-bearer at the funeralof Mrs. E. W. Hunt, 
on Fulton avenue. 


TO INSTITUTE A THOROUGH SEARCH. 


Several Societies Agree to Make an Effort 
to Find wr. Cronin. 

There was a quiet gathering in one of the 
club-rooms of the Grand Pacific Hotel yester- 
day afternoon of a number of leading repre- 
sentatives of Irish societies of the city. For 
a time the objectof the meeting was con- 
cealed. There was much talking by little 
groups scattered throughout the room, but.as 
the assembly grew in numbers the sentiment 
became more outspoken and before the meet- 
ing was called to order many were loudly 
condemning what they termed the murder of 
Dr. P. H. Cronia. ; 

It was a meeting called during the morn-

ing by John F. Scanlan to take some action 
concerning Dr. Cronin’s disappearance, 

There was no mistaking the feeling of the 
meeting. That the doctor had disappeared 
through the influence of the enemies. of the 
Irish cause was universally believed by those 
present. Nearly ail the speeches made at 
the meeting were on this basis. Those who 
. were present said that nothing would be left 
undone towards unraveling the mystery of 
the doctor’s disappearance. One man said 
before the meeting was called to order that 
‘‘all the dispatches from different. points 
stating that the doctor had been seen in one 
place and ‘another are part of a deep Jaid 
scheme of our enemies to withdraw attention 
| from Chicago. Not only do I believe Dr. 
Cronin, dead or alive, did not leave Chicago, 
but I believe that there are so many persons 
implicated in his disappearance that it-cannot 
long remain a mystery.” 

THE SOCIETIES REPRESENTED. 

When the meeting was opened 
twenty-three men. were present. Gen- 
erally tney refused to give their names, but 
they represented the following societies of 
which Cronin was eitner a member or in 
which ne had friends who think his disap- 
pearance had a political motive behind it: 
The Royal Arcanum, Clan-na-Gael, Independ- 
ent Order of Foresters, Illinois Catholic 
Order of Foresters, Knights of St. Patrick, 
Royal League, Celto-American Lyceum, and 
the Ancient Order of Hibernians. 

In addition there was present a man from 
each of the cities of Indianapolis, St. Paul, 
Nashville, Tenn., and Detroit, all of them said 
to be in the city as representatives of socie- 
ties in those places sent to offer assistance in 
investigating the mystery. Others to the 
number of fifty from all portions of the 
country are also said to be in the city for the 
same purpose, | : 

John F. Scanlan opened the meeting by 
stating that it had been called by the society 
friends of Dr. Cronin to take some action 
that might explain his sudden disappearance. 
** He has not a friend or relative in the city, 
and we owe it to him and the cause we rep- 
resent,’’ he said, and added that he had a dis- 
patch from Philadelphia urfing that imme- 
diate action be taken, and offering, if neces- 
sary, $10,000 for the purpose. In addition to 
othensimilar offers received by him was one 
from Detroit stating that all the money nec- 
essary would be supplied. He named T. D. 
Hurley as Chairman of the meeting. 

AN ATTACK ON THE PAPERS. 

in taking the chair Mr. Hurley, who repre- 
sented the Ancient Order of Hibernians, be- 
gan some remarks couched in such. strong 
language that Mr. Scanian felt it necessary 
to state that he had called on him to preside 
and not to makeaspeech. Mr. Hurley said, 
though, that if the societies represented 
went into an investigation he desired a 
thorough one and not one of half measures. 
His remarks that were objected to were de- 
nunciatory of prominent and wealthy irish- 
Amenecans who hac been asked to attend the 
‘meeting and who had not responded. 

An opportunity was given others to say 
something. John Chandler of the Royal 
Arcanum was asked to speak. ‘‘ There may 
be a difference of opinion,” he said, “‘as to 
how Dr. Cronin disappeared, but the general 
opinionis that he is now dead. We know 
nothing except what we see in the newspa- 
pers, but we all know that means one side of 
the story. Something ought to be done to 
clear up the mystery and it will have to be 
done by his friends.” 

Father Toomey, @ Catholic priest from 
Polo, Lil, followed. “Icame 112 milés,” he 
said, “to attend this meeting and I want to 
urge that no one put any dependence in the 
newspapers. I believe the papers and the 
police are working together in this 
matter and tiat owhen the case 
as finally ~ settled: «you will tind 
they have had a good deal to do with Dr. 
Cronin’s disappearance.” 

The man from Indianapolis whose name 
was not made public, but who said he was an 
intimate friend of Dr. Cronin, believed that, 
“as sure as this hotel stands where it does, 
the dead body of Cronin lies moldering at the 
present time beneath the ground or buried in 
the waters of the lake.’’ He urged that de- 
tectives be at once hired. ‘“ But not Chicago 
ones,” he added, ‘“‘who can be bought and 
bribed,’ whereat there were several em- 
phatic ** hear, hears.’’ 

A COMMITTEE APPOINTED. : 

After similar expressions from several 
others it was moved that John F. Scanian 


acomplete investigation, or not, as the com- 
mittee snould afterwards determine. Mr. 
Scanlan was to secretly report the names of 
the members of this committee, that they 
‘might by no possibility get into the news- 
papers. On the basis that no Chicago de- 
tectives be employed; Mr. Scanlan refuséd to 
have anything to do with the work.

W. J. Hynes, who entered the meect- 
ing at this point, expressed his _ be- 
lief that if Cronin was alive word 
would be received from him within 
two weeks, and if he was dead the body 
would never be found. He wished an in- 
vestigation, however, and fayored the em- 
ployment of detectives. _ 

Chairman Hurley again frose: ‘“ What- 
ever may have been Cronin’s fate,” said he, 
‘* let it be said that his friends spent $100,000, 
if necessary, to find out: whether he was true 
or false.’’ 

“For if he has been killed,” interrupted 
another, ‘“*his friends and the friends of 
Ireland will rejoice. Why?’ he said, in re- 
ply to the question. ‘No matter why. 
Thousands will understand what I mean.” 

The meeting then elected W. P. Rend 
Treasurer of the proposed fund. 

Dr..Guerin and John F. Scanlan retired, 
and afterwards reported the names of the 
committee that will conduct the investiga- 
tion. The first meeting of the committee 
will be next Wednesday. The members are: 
Chairman, Michael MacAuley, James Bo- 
land, P. McGarry, W. J. Hynes, Father 
Toomey, Charles Bary, T. T. Conklin, Frank

HOW AN AMERICAN GIRL WAS DUPED 
BY A FORTUNE HUNTER. 


“ Baron Von Sucrow,” After Finding That 
His American Bride Is Not an Heiress, 
Craelly Deserts Her — Sympathetic 
Strangers Pay Her Passage Back to 
New York—Approaching Marriage of 
Mme. Hastreiter to a Real Italian No- 
blieman—Bita of Cable Gosaaip.

Lonpon, May 11.—On one of the homeward 

bound ships which left Liverpool this week 

is an American girl who married a man for 
his title and came abroad to ‘earn the usual 
bitter lesson. Here is substanwally ber story 
, as she told it to a reporter an hour before she 
started: Two years ago she was Miss Con- 
stable, living in Baltimore, well connected, 
with enough money to enable her to go to 

New York to study music. ‘She went 

to a boarding-house on East Seventeenth 

street, near the American School of Opera. 

There she met Baron F. E. yon Sucrow, who 

was introduced to her by an Englishman, a 

fellow-boarder. Von Sucrow was good-look- 

ing, @ plausible taiker, and claimed to be an 
officer in the German army with a large es- 
tate and a big income. ; 

In the boarding-house Miss Constable was 
believed to have a fortune of herown. The 
Baron made love, proposed, was accepted, 
and was married with a _ very hittle 
inquiry on Miss Constabie’s part as to the 
truth of his claimsin regard to his connections 
abroad. The wedding took place, so Mrs. 
von Sucrow says, Sept. 18 last at St. Paut’s 
Church in Baltimore, the Rev. Dr. Hedges 
officiating. There was also a civil ceremony 
at the city-hall in Philadelphia, Mayor Fitler 
officiating. After a brief tour voiSucrow 
and wife went back to the Seventeenth street 
boarding-house. 

‘The Baron soon discovered that he had 
married a poor girl and she was brought to 
realize thavif he had a large fortune in Ger- 
many he had littie ready money with him. 
He told a yarn about the anger of his parents 
at his marriage to explain why a remittance 
did not come, His wife believed him, 
and he made i. wher borrow enough 
money from her friends to get along 
with. Finally he started for Europe 
a few weeks ago, ostensibly to look 
after his fortune and estate. Pretty soon his 
wife became convinced that he did not mean 
to come back. 

She started after him, and arriving here 
put up at the Langham. She had to pawn 
her wedding ring and other jewelry to pay 
her bill. Last Tuesday she had no money to 
pay the bill due, and was told she would 
have to leave. She went to the American 
Legation and told Henry White practically 
the same story as she told the reporter, ex- 
cept that she named her cousin, who is the 
wife of John Kinnard, No. 420 North Fourth 
street, St. Louis, and mentioned as friends 
several peopie in Baltimore and Washington 


Lawyer Hornflower of New York, and should 
put the case in his hands when she got home. 
The woman’s appearance is refined, and her 
. manners impressed Mr. White. He wired to 
Berlin to tind out just who Baron von Sucrow 
was. The answer came promptly, “No such 
man is connected with the German army; no 
such man owns any estate in Germany so far 
as known.” Inquiries at the German 
Embassy here were equally fruitless. 
Men in Berlin and London whom the bogus 
Baron claimed as intimate friends deciared 
they never knew him. At the Langham the 
reporter was told that a man giving.that 
name used to cali there for his letters, but 
never stopped there.

BUFFALO BILL ON FRENCH SOIL. 


Landing of the Wild West Show at Havre 
and the Departure for Paris.

Havre, May 11.—After a short night’s rest 
the visiting Parisian newspaper-men were 
wakened by the break of day and went to 
the dock into which the Persian Monarch had 
just been hauled. The decks were crowded 
with strange, weird-looking Indians of all 
sorts of hues, wrapped in queer looking blank- 
ets. As soon as practicable the visitors went 
aboard. They were received at the gangway 
by Nate Salsbury, Maj.

But their speech failed them, with one ex- 
ception. That was the prince of French re- 
porters, Ferdinand Kau, who boldly shouted, 
as he seized Col. Cody’s outstretched hand, 
“ How are you?” 

As soon as the visitors were all on deck 
they were conducted around the ship by 
Col: Cody and Maj. Burk. *Tween 
was first visited. There were found four 
tamed mustangs, Arabian and Indian horses 
calmly munching away at their hay 
as if they had endured nothing tike 
a fifteen days’ voyage across 
Atlantic to disturb their equanimity.

TRAGEDY IN A KANSAS COURT-ROOM 


In an Effort to Escape a Burglar Mortally 
Wounds an Officer and I« Killed, 

Kansas City, Mo., May 11.—[Special. |—In 
Kansas City, Kas., this afternoon at 2 
o’clock Detective Gilley was fatally wounded 
and a burglar named Smith was killed. The 
detective’s throat’ was ripped open witha 
knife and the burglar was filled with bullets. 
The tragedy occurred in Justice Lewis’ 
court-room on Minnesota avenue, where 
Smith was on trial for burglary. Detective 
Gilley was sitting near, having the prisoner 
in charge. While the detective was leaning 
over the prisoner, without a word of warning, 
jamped on him and made a vicious slash at 
the detective’s throat. ‘The knife cut deep, 
and the blood gushed out in a perfect tor- 
rent. The madman then cut Officer Malone 
m the leg. By this tame the court was in an 
uproar and Detective Gilley, badly wounded 
as he was, had his revolver out pouring lead 
into the man who had given him a mortal 
wound. Malone joinedin the fusillade, and 
five shots found lodgment iu Smith’s body. 
He dropped like a log, and, as soon as things 
quieted down a little, was taken to an under- 
taker’s establishment. 

Detective Gilley was picked up with his 
clothes saturated with blood, mortally 
wounded. He was still conscious and asked 
for his family. Chariey Duke, the weigh- 
master of the Armour-Dole Elevator Com- 
pany, was standing in the room and received 
a painful wound in the leg. Oneof the shots 
flew wild and entered the thigh, piercing the

Smith was shot to pieces by the officers.

ROBSON AND CRANE PART. 


THE NOTED COMEDIANS MAKE THEIR 
FINAL JOINT APPEARANCE. 


Hearty Applause Greets Their Efforts in 
‘*‘The Heurietta,” and Mach Makes « 
Speech After the Last Act—Thomas A. 
Edison Seeks an Accountiog from His 
Former Agents, Whom He Accuses of 
Ingratitude—Decision of the Collector 
Against Importers, 

New York, May 11.—[Special.]—Robson 
and Crane made their final appearance as 
joint stars at the Star Theatre this evening 
in “The Henrietta”? before an extremely 
large audience. Throughout the evening 
hearty applause was frequent, and it seemed 
asif every seat in the house contained a 
friend of both comedians. When the curtain 
Was raised in response to applause at the 
conclusion of the last act Mr. Robson stepped 
forward and addressed the audience: 

LADIES AND GENTLEMEN: It is customary on 


occasions like this for the nice taikers of our. 


calling who havea mind tor speech making in 
front of the curtains—as I have—to cali all the 
appliances of our art to assist our emotions and 
give countenance to the assertion, “ Your kind- 
ness will never be forgotten while memory holds 
a seat,” etc., etc. In order to be original I now 
most solemnly assert that your kindness will be 
forgotten just as soon us we meet a public in- 
clinea to treat us 80 jolly well as you have and 
that we will make a transfer of our affections 
without a strugyzlie. 

It is said that play folks, and particularly 
comedians, are vain, andif my feelings now are 
atest of the truth of this assertion 1 cannot 
doubt thatitisso. I have reason to be vain, too. 
For twelve years Mr. Crane and myself have 
contributed our share to your entertainment. 
During that time we have seen nothing around 
us but happy. cheerful faces. If this world be, 
as our solemn neighbors say it is, an abode of 
troubles and griefs, how happy should he be 


who, for a few hours at least, can banish all sor- . 


row from the hearts of his friends. 

I now find myself at the cross-roads where I 
am to take leave of the tried and trusted com- 
rade with whom I have journeyed many picasant 
miles aiong life's highway. In looking back 
upon a professional experience in which the 
shadow and tbe sunshine have been freely 
blended it will ever be with a sentiment of un- 
mingled satisfaction and pride that [ shall 
recall the times *‘ when undivided favor ran” 
in your applause, and that it was my good fort- 
une to snare such honors with one whom I 
esteem as an honorable man, a generous friend, 
and a matchiess actor. 

W hen the applause had subsided Mr. Crane 
stepped forward and said: 

LADIES AND GENTLEMEN: For the last time 
Mr. Robson and I have appeared before you as 
associates professionally. 

While we think the change we are about to 
make is for the best, and we are separating will- 
ingly, we cannot part without regret. For 
twelve years we bave worked loyally and hard 
together. We have tried to serve our art as well 
as ourseives, while we have endeavored to 
amuse and entertain our friends—for in that 
light we have always considered our audiences. 
We have striven to work upward instead of 
downward or even ona level, and I think we 
may say without vanity that we have at least 
approached success. 

We began, as you remember, with farcical 
comedy, and a few years after onthis stage we 
presented a comedy of our great master, Shaks- 
peare, calling to our aid the highest talent 
which we were able to procure. I look back on 
that production as one of which no theatre in 
any age need have been asbamed, while still 
later on, and not a stone’s throw from the spot 
where I now stand, we gave the first perform- 
ance of the comedy which you have seen tonight 
and which, written by an American, dealing 
with an American theme, played by 
American actors, is as strong an 
argument, in my poor judgment, in 
favor of thejreality of a native school of drama- 


tists as the most powerful! article that could be 


written. And now. after these years of unitedly 
conscientious efforts, we have decided that it is 
to the interest—the artistic interest, 1 mean—of 
each of usto separate. There have been so 
many reports as to the real motive of our 
separation, many absurd. some cruel, that we 
have found it dificult te convince people that 
this was the honest reason forthe dissolution of 
our pleasant partnership. But such is the case. 
And so with the heartiest godspeed, the kind- 
liest interest in each other's welfare, the warm- 
est personal feeling toward one another, we set 
off next season, each on his separate way. That 
way, forme at least, will be, Ifully expect, a 
more laborious and uneven one than that [ have 
lately been treading. But, though I shall work 
harder, I shall feel cheered by the thought that I 
have not only my own friends but the friends of 
my old partner as well to stand by and pat me 
on the back if, as I assure you Il intend it shall 
be, that work is honest and persevering and 
tending to the higher interest of the pro- 
fession I follow. I have hinted at 
my belief in the American dramatist, 
and I propose to give practical illustration of 
that belief by producing in the near future not 
one but I hope many American plays, and if I 
can do my part as wellas I believe the writers 
will do theirs I shall feel confident of success. 
In time I shall strive to interpret one or more 
Shakspearean characters as worthily as lies in 
my power, and with the surrounaings to which 
the works of the great poet are so justly en- 
titled. And now, thanking you for the many 
kindnesses that { have always received at your 
hands, and with the hone that we may each re- 
ceive a continuance of those same favors in the 
future, I wish you all good-night. 


EDISON SAYS HE WAS SWINDLED, 


The Inventor Files a Bill Asking for an Ac- 
counting from His Agents. 

New York, May 11.—[Special. |—It was an- 

nounced receutly that Inventor Thomas A. 

Edison felt indignant because ho thougnt he 


had lost a handsome sum of money through: 


agents who negotiated the sale of his phono- 
graph patents. A bill in equity was today 
filed by the inventor in the United States 
Circuit Court for the Southern District of 
New York against Ezra T. Gilliland and John 
C. Tomlinson. Mr. Edison wants the court 
tq compel his old friends and agents to make 
an accounting to him and reveal the facts 
about the negotiation of the stock of the 
phonograph company and a contract for the 
sale and use of the invention, which prac- 
tically amounted to 4 monopoly in this coun- 
try and Canada. In his affidavit Mr. Edison 
sets forth his relations with both the defend- 
ants, wuom he intimates were guilty of in- 
gratitude in trying to get ahead of himon 
the deal because he had ‘been’ personally 
making big vearly incomes out of his eom- 
pany. Gilliland was one of Edison’s assist- 
ants and Tomlinson acted as counsel. The 
inventor claims that the defendants repre- 
sented to him that they could seil out the 
contract referred to for $250,000 in stock of 
the company that bought the phonograph 
patents. Under the most favorable circum- 
stances this stock, he swears he was given 
to understand, would bring onty $75,000 in 
cash. 

Instead of that he claims Gilliland and 
Tomlinson received $250,000 from Jesse H. 
Lippincott, who bought out the concern. Mr. 
Edison further says that 1f he had known of 
the secret agreement under which this was 
obtained he would not have consented to the 
sale of $1,200,000 of phonograph stock for 


$500,000, and without his approval of the trade

Start of the Training Ship St. Mary on a 
Long Summer.

New York, May 11. — [Special.] — The 
school ship St. Mary sailed this morn- 
ing for Newport, from which — place 
she will start on her summer cruise.

BOND COUNTERFEITER DOYLE’S EF- 
FORTS TO REGAIN HIS FREEDOM. 


His Term Will Expire in August, but He 
Wants Executive Clemency to Kestore 
Him to Citizenship—Cherokee Commis- 
sioner Baker Declines—Defending Mar- 
shal Needles—The Family of the Chief 
Justice—Other Washington Gossip. 


WasuinorTon, D. C., May 11.—[Special.]— 
James B. Doyle, the bond counterfeiter, has 
put in his yearly application fgr a pardon. 
Doyle is now in the Chester Penitentiary. 
He tas been for several years the jibrarian 
of that institution, and is invariably reported 
as one of the best:behaved prisoners there. 
His term will be upin August, but he wants 
to be pardoned now in order that he may be 
restored to the rights of citizenship. Usually 
the application for ‘pardon has been by 
Doyle’s Illinois friends, but in this case his 
attorney 1s looking after 
the matier. President Arthur was besoughbt 
to pardon lim and refused. President 
Cleveland was twice applied to and refused. 
Naturally at least one attempt will be made 
with President Harrison. 
not made now to convince the Government 
that the plates from which the bonds were 
printed were stolen from the Bureau of the 
Printing and Engraving or that Doyle could 
give valuable information. Whenever these 
pleas were put forward in behalf of Doyle 
the secret service and the Department of 
Justice came to the front with protests, and 
when their statements had been heard at the 
White House there was no further sugges- 
tion of a pardon.

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FRIDAY’S STORM IN THE EAST 


Pittsburg’s Loss Will Reach Half a Million 


—Several Fatalities. 

. Prrrspure, Pa., May 11.—Reports of dam- 
age by last night’s terrible storm are coming 
in from all parts of Allegtieny County, and, 
in fact, from nearly every place in Eastern 
Ohio and Western Pennsylvania. Farms 
were washed out, houses, fences, and trees 
along the banks of streams were swept 
away, and landslides occurred on neariy 
every road leading out of Pittsburg. Two 
chilaren of Conrad Schaefer, aged 3 and 7 
years, of Spring Gardenborough, north of 
Allegheny, were swept away by the flood, 
and Mr. and Mrs. Schaefer narrowly escaped 
from meeting the same fate. 

This morning East street and Madison av- 
enue, in the Butcher’s Run distri¢t, were 
complete wrecks, while the numberless cross 
streets were completely filled with débris- 
The water in the run rose so fast that the 
residents feared a repetition of the disaster 


.of 1874, and as soon at the first shock passed 


away and the terrified inhabitants caught 
their breath they immediately made prepara- 
tions to vacate the premises. : 

The ligntning played havoc all night long. 
Astable belonging to Fred Hampke, on Mount 
Oliver, was struck and consumed. Fourteen 
horses and two cows were cremated. Tele- 
graph and telephone wires were deranged 
throughout a large section of the country. 
This morning trains were late on all the 
roads, but all were open and running except 
the Washington (Pa.) Branch of the Baiti- 
more & Ohio. 
inches in three hours, and the Ohio River 
rose three feet in as many hours. 

The bodies of two victims of last night’s 
flood were found this morning, making four 
deaths so far reportea. The remains of 
Jobn Dougberty were discovered at the 
mouth of a culvert at Wood’s Run, wedged 
in between some logs. 

The second tatality occurred in the Butch- 
er’s Run district. Jonn Cochner went down 
in the cellar of his house during the storm 
and did not returu. When the waters sub- 
sided his body was found lying in the coal 
vault. While no definite figures can be given 
on the loss at this time, 1t is safe to say that 
it will reach $500,000 in this vicinity. ° 

Intelligence of the thrilling escape of two 
women and. four children about 11 o’clock 
last night comes from Nine Mile _Run, near 
Saltsburg, up the Baitamore & Ohio Road. 

Joseph Biume, his wife, niece, and four 
children lived ina large shanty boat moored 
about a quarter of a mile from the Mononga- 
hela River. At this point a Baltimore & 
Ohio bridge crosses the run. Last night Mr. 
Blume went to a meeting at Port Perry and 
at an early hour the women and children re- 
tired to sleep. The rising water tore the 
boat from its moorings and carried 
it down stream. A big Newfourdland 
dog awoke Mrs. Blume by its 
barking. With death staring her and her 
young children in the face, the brave woman 
calmly waited until the boat neared the 
bridge, hopvine it would clear the piers. Sud- 
denly there was a shock. The boat struck 
and was shattered aimost to atoms. Before 
it went down, however, she threw two chil- 
dren ashore, and taking the youngest :n her 
arms followed. Miss Travers, Mr. Blume’s 
niece, also escaped. A moment afterward 
the boat disappeared. The dog which had 
saved their lives by giving the alarm was 
Killed in the wreck. : 

At McKeesport the storm did thousands of 
dollars’ worth of damage in the Crookod Run 
district. Fifty. houses were moved from 
their foundations and several topvied over 
and were demolished. People had to seek 
thie hil) sides to escape drowning, while large 
numbers of horses and cattle were drowned 
and many chiidren were taken out of their 
beds floating in tae second stories of houses 
and their lives saved. 

On the Pittsburg; McKeesport & Yough- 
iogheny Raiiroad a freight trgin was wrecked 
by running into a landslide, and Patrick Mis- 
kill, a brakeman, was killed.

JEFF DAVIS TO GEN. WOLSELEY. 


The Hero of the Late Confederacy Keply- 
ing to a Recently Published Article. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., May 11.—The American 
tomorrow will publish a letter from Jefferson 
Davis, written in reply to a request made of 
the editor for a statement in answer to Gen. 
Wolseley’s article in the North American He- 
view for May criticising Mr. Davis’ course as 


President of the Confederacy. The letter — 


says: 

A year orso since that same writer published 
an article containing matter purporting to have 
been gainea by intercourse with Gen. R. E. Lee 
while his guest during the war between the 
States: of the American Union. To those 
personally acquainted with Gen. Lee, who 
knew bis characteristic discretion, his strict 
regard for official courtesy, snd the personal 
friendship and*tconfidential relations which had 
long existed between him and President Davis, 
it was incredible that he should have seized the 
opportunity offered by the arrival of an itinerant 
foreigner to make such statements as would af- 
ford material for the cynical criticisms of 
the article referred to on the administration of 
the Confederacy. For the manifested hostility 
to mel could imagine no cause unless an egre- 
gious vanity had been wounded by my failure to 
notice his presence in our country) a presence 
which itis most probable was unknown to me. 
My reply, then made to his article, exposed his 
historical errors, his baseless fictions, and ac- 
knowledged that [had previously known noth- 
ing of him save through his large promises and 
small performance on a memorable occasion. 

In the article to which you now call my utten- 
tion the Adjutant General of the British army, 
Viscount Wolseley, with increased venom, re- 
news his attack upon me, and opens it with the 
mean cover of a hypocritical pretensjon of sym- 
pathy. His arrogance, heretofore exhibited, was 
so extreme as to be harmless and_ merely 
provoke contempt, while it suggested. the in- 
quiry put to one of old whether he thought 
knowledge would die with him. Now, having 
learned that facts are needful to sustain allega- 
tions, he follows his deprecatory remarks con- 
cerning me by libelous statements,

They had been married but a 
wonth when some meddler whispered to Ford 
that it was. unsafe, sometimes, for a man to leave 
& young and pretty wife alone every night. 
Ford’s suspicion soon became unreasonable. He 
watched every move his wife made; evea keep- 
ing a lookout through the shutters when she 
went into the street mornings to get milk from 
‘the m:ikman. He suspected his own son, Eugene 
Ford, and everybody else who paid Mrs. Ford 
even the most ordinary courtesies. The wife 
soon discovered the espionage he was keeping 
*. wpon her, and, betng vexed, upbraided him. He 
commanded her not to leave the house at night 
while he was gone and not to receive any com- 
pany. Afew days more and they had a flercer 
quarrel, and Ford evép went so far as to threaten 
his wife with a revolver. Sne packed up. her 
things and went to live with her brotner, William 
Madden, and his wife. The separation followed 
just six weeks after the wedding. 

Three weeks ago the Maddens mo¥ed into the 
rear basement flat in the three-story brick build- 
ing at No. 111 Brown street, and Mrs. Ford went 
with them. It was there that the shooting oc- 
curred yesterday morning. Ford had called 
upon his wife a numberof times since tne sépa- 
- ration and had urged her to live with him, but 

had not offered money for ber, support. He 
called yesterday morning just after Madden had 
left to go to his work ana at once 
“began to upbraid his wife, charging 
ier “with-.znisconduct. She protested her 
innocence, after’ which Ford insisted upon her 
‘putting her arms around tis neck and telling him 
““ghe loved him. Tnis she refused to do. Imme- 
diately Ford drew a revolver, and placing it 
against her breast fired a shot. As she fell he 
fired three times. A second bullet struck ber in 
the abdomen, but the other two lodged in the 
wall of the room, Then oye. the weapon 
aguinst his own breast he pulled the trigger. 
The bullet narrowly miesed his heart. and was

THE CITY'S BUSINESS NEGLECTED. 


ra Mayor Cregier Hemmed*In by Insistent, 


Hunerv, Rapacious Officeseekers. 
Mayor Cregier, it may be presumed, means to 
Go his duty as Chief Magistrate of Chicago to the 
fullest extent of his ability. But for some rea- 
son or other he seems not to understand exactly 
what his duty is. It is now nearly a month since 
Le assumed the duties of his office. Nearly all 
this time has been taken up inlistening to the 
appeals and petitions of officeholders and their 
friends and backers to the total neglect of the 
city’s business. The corridors and doorways of 
the City Hall are crowded from morning till 
night with a hungry mob of offiseseekers. The 
Mayor's’ office is at the same time besieged by 
them. The Commissioner of Public Works has 
a cordon of the place-beggers around his door 
during office hours. Men having business to 
‘transuct with the city through the Mayor 
and the Commissioner find it impossible 
wo reach them. Peopie having water and other 
taxes to pay at the City Hall are deterred from 
ing there on account of the unsavory reputa- 
on of the mob. Aldermen who want work in 
their wards attended to and citizens who want 
to call attention toinfractions and violations of 
the city ordinances cannot reach the proper of- 
ficers. They cannot break through the cordon 
of piace beggars. They cannot raise the siege. 
It is high time that this scandalous state of af- 
irs should end. Twoyears ago when Mayor 
che assumed the responsibilities of City Exec- 
utive he devoted only a few days to the claims of 
the officeseekers. The first weex he entcred the 
office he took up the city’s business. Mayor Cre- 
gier would have done well to have followed bis ex- 
ample if. this respect. The Mayor was not elected 
solely for the purpose of parceling out offices to 
Democrats. The business of the city requires 
the greater portion of the time of a strane, ener- 
tic man of brainsand executive ability. The 
' ayor should remember this. itis of course to 
be expected that he wiil put Democrats into all 
the places held by Repubiicans under the last 
administration, Even the 6,000 Republicans 
who voted for him must have anticipated that. 
But they hardly expected that Mr. Cregier and 
his Commissioner of Pubiic Works would devote 
their entire time to removing Republicans anda 
placing Democrats. They hardly counted on the 
total neglect of public business.

* La Salle,’’ said the lecturer, * was one of the 
most resolute, persistent, invincible men that 
ever made his way through great difficulties to 
great achievements. The story of his advent- 
ures is more thrilling than fiction. His charac- 
er points as many morals as a sermon: bis un- 
timely end 1s one of the most tragic incidents in 
all our early history. He wus a businéss-man, 
with practical ideas and methods. His plans 
took the shape of comprehensive and far-sighted 


» enterprise, which absorbed his energies and led 


him to sacrifice all immediate hope of gain in 
the anticipation of the most splendid advan- 
tages for himself and his countrymen. Prof. 
Hinsdale has truly said: ‘La Salle frst 
distinctly conceived the policy that led 
on to Fort Duquesne, Baddock’s defeat, and 
Forbes’ march to the forks of the Ohio. It would 
be diMicult to tind in history courage more in- 
trepid than that of Sieur de La Salle, ** constant 
in adversities, generotis, courteous. ingenious, 
and learned,” But he was shy and reserved, se- 
cretive of his plans, jacking in tact 
to manage men,though biessed with many 
loyal followers. He had _ great abilit 
to —c plan, but he lacked the _ abii- 
ity to achieve all that he had the daring to un- 
dertake, and his courage and pertinacity often 
show as go | the contrast to shortsightedness 
and poor judgmentas to means. Nevertheless 
he left a priceless legacy. His little 
ship, the Griffin, plowing Westward through the 
trackless waters of Luke Erie, was freighted, 
like the Mayfiower of fifty-nine years before, 
with the germs of a might* Empire. This invis- 
ible cargo was not on her Captain’s bill of lading. 
It was written. however, in his busy brain. She 
carried the corner-stones of mighty States: as 
vast as kingdoms and destined to be the homes 
of sturdy, freedom-loving, law-abiding people. 
She bore great cities and billowy fields of wheat 
and corn,’”’ 

The speaker dwelt in detail on the strange and 
eventful wanderings of the great explorer, his 
sufferings, hardsbips, and triumphs, and the 
pathetic, sombre story of his tragic end. He 
thought that Chicago\should by all means erect 
a Statue of @a man to Whom it owes so much, and 
if the present generation does not the coming 
one ought to.

STRICTLY A FACTIONAL FIGHT, 


German and Irish Bricklayers and Masons 
Arrayed Against EKach Other. 

A hot fight is in progress in the ranks of the 
Bricklayers’ and Stonemasons’ Union which may 
“0 to the disruption of that powerful organiza 

on. ? 

Some time ago trouble developed between the 
German and Irish members. This was caused 
primarily by jealousy, and culminated at the 
last election of officers in a battie royal between 
the two factions, each nominating aticket. The 
caudidate of the Irish faction for President was 
E. Mulraney. The Germans nominated T. Vor. 
keller. The fight was a desperate one, and a 
great deal of bitterriess resulted when Vorkeller 
was elected by a smali majority on a strictly fac- 
tional vote. The Germans then announced that 
ae were going to run the union and proceeded 
to do so. 

The Irish, though beaten, were not by any 
means broken, so Mulraney and his friends 
put their heads together in caucus and ar- 
ranged their plans to limit the power of the 
incoming President by constitutional amend- 
ments. Accordingly ulraney gave uotice of 
motion for a change in the constitution and by- 
laws. The principal changes proposed were that 
the Financial Secretary should be the collector 
of rents accruing from the hall, and that so soon 
as $1,000 was accumulated in the treasury all 
other money should be repaid to the building 
und loan society from which the money to build 
the hall was borrowed. He proposed to imit 
the power of the President to presiding at the 
Friday meetings only. By this means Mr. Mul- 
raney and his friends, so the German faction 
allege, hoped to capture the Chairmanship of spe- 
cial meetings and carry greater anc more radical 
changes by a coup d'état. 

The proposed innovations were defeated on 
the ground that whether the money was repaid 
to the building society or not the interest for 
five years must be paid according to contract, 
and, of course, the German faction opposed any 
limitation of their power by weakening that of 
the official they tad tought so hard to elect. It 
was decided to let the constitution, alone and to 
invest all surplus moneys in Govefnment bonds. 

The fight still continues, and «me German 
radical organ has now taken up the cudgels 
against Mr. Mulraney. The struggle is an inter. 
esting one, not only on accountof the strength 
of the organization but also because socialism 
and anarchy are really at the bottom of the 
trouble, the Irish members being to a man 
against those doctrines with which their German 
fellow-workmen are liberally tinctured. 


A LOCOMOTIVE BUILT FOR SPEED. 


She Will Be Required to Run at the Rate 
of Sixty Miles an Hour, 

The largest engine that ever hauled a passenger 
train on the St. Paul Road took No, 9 to Milwau- 
kee yesterday morning. 

As the engine, No. 796, stood in the Union 
Depot yesterday, her little stubby stack even 
with the Madison street viaduct approach, she 
was admired, talked of, and inspected by hun- 
dreds, The engihe was purchased of the Sche- 
nectady Locomotive Works for $7,500, with a stip- 
ulation that she was guaranteed to pull an ex- 
press train of fifteen cars at the rate of sixty 
miles an hour. The engine is of the mogul con- 
solidation style, with six drive wheels five feet 
Her stroke and diam- 
eter of cylinder are not much greater than the reg- 
ular Brooks passenger engines, but the gearing 
is sO arranged as to give an enormous increase of 
power and speed. With an empty tender the 
monster weighs eighty tons. The boiler is at 
least a third larger than those of the Brooks pas- 
senger engines, which are in general use on the 
St. Paul Road for heavy pulling. * 

Said Henry Peebles of the Superintendent's 
office: ‘‘Engineer T. A. Wade took the engine 
to Milwaukee today on the regular No. 9 train. 
Tomorrow she is torunforarecord. Two spe- 
cials will leave Miiwaukee at 11:45 a. m. ana 
12:15 p.m. Pune 796 will pull the first—a train of 
fifteen of the heaviest passenger cars we have. 
The next special will be pulled by our next fast- 
est engine, and will consist of officers’ cars. 
Wade will get all he can out of the engine, and if 
she doesn't make a mile a minute from the Mil- 
waukce city limits to Pacitic Junction, the Chi- 
cago limite, the Schenectady company is to for- 
feit one-half the price of the engine. If the en- 
gine proves satisfactorily that she can make that 
time we will pul) our limited trains with the en- 
gines of her build.”’ 

Not a single bit of brasswork is to be seen on 
the new locomotive except the bell. Everything 
is black, plain, and strong. All the railroad 
men like her appearance. 


MEETINGS OF CUUNCIL COMMITTEES. 


City Treasurer Roesing'’s Attorney Makes 
an Argument—De Wolfand the Distillers. 
The Council Judiciary Committee met yester- 

day and considered the ordinance of Ald. Dixon 

in relation to the deposit of the city money. Mr. 

Roesing was present with his attorney, who made 

a long argument intended to show that the law 

on which the ordinance was based was unconsti- 

tutional. Mr. Hutchinson maintained that 
the ordinance is valid. So did Mr. 

Green. The committee took no. action. 

It is understood that Summerfield, Madden, 

Harris, McEnerny, aud Horn will recommend 

the passage of the ordinance, while Kyan and 

O’Brien may bringina minority report. The 

Trade and Labor Assembly has been greatly in- 

terested in the recent eight hour ordinance. 

Their objection was that it discriminated against 

Chicago contractors and Was not sweeping 

enough in its provisions. The matter was taken 

up by the Council Judiciary Committee, the 

Trade and Labor Assembly being represented, 

Ald.

STENOGRAPHERS WILL COMBINE. 


An Association Which Will Benefit the 
Workers of the Keyboard. 

The project which the genius of Alfred Post of 
Freight Ciaim Burvau fame is credited with hav- 
ing conceived—namely: a corner on pretty type- 
writers, is about to be realized. There will be 
some modifications, however, not for the benetit 
of a monopoly, but to the exclusive advantage of 
those who are to be cornered: A Chicago Ste- 
nographers’ Association was organized last even- 
ing and fully two-thirds of those present were 
ladies who operate the commercial piano. The 
meeting was held in the audience-room of the 
Methodist Church Block, about 150 persons be- 
ing present. The movement was first set on 
foot by Mr. Arthur Keetch, who came 
here from New York a short time ago 
end desired to see an organization started 
here after the model of the associations in New 
York, Boston. and Philadelphia, with this nat- 
ural qualification, that ft should be done in the 
Ohicago style—that 1s, in the language of one of 
the speakers, in such a comprehensive style that 
the older cities shail feel ashamed of themselves. 
The object of this new association, if properly 
carried out, will prove highly beneficial, not only 
to the stenographers of Chicago, but also to

No one can Decoms a member of the 
association unless he or. she can write 100 words 
aminute and transcribe to the satisfaction of 
the examining committee, or has had a position 
@s a stenographer for six consecutive months. 
By maintaining this standard, whichis only a 
minimum, the association expects to gain the 
confidence of employers so that whoever has 
@ certificate of the Chicago Stenographers’ 
Association wiil be looked upon as a competent 
stenographer. It is intended to establish per- 
manent club-rooms, With ladies’ parlors and gen- 
tlermen’s rooms, and a practice room large 
enough for lectures or entertainments. Al! dis- 
cussion of the relative merits of the respective 
systems of shorthand or of writing machines 
will be strictly prohibited in the rooms of the 
association. 

Isaac S. Dement, J. E. Rockwell, Arthur 
Keetch, and Dan Brown made brief addresses at 
last night’s meeting setting forth the objects and 
advantages of such an association, and officers 
were elected as follows: President. Isaac S. 
Dement; Vice-Presidents, Dan Brown, A.

STILL ARGUING UN THEIR BELIEFS. 


Dr. Driver and Mr. Charles Watts Continue 
Their Warfare About Christianity. 

Dr. {. D. Driver, the representative of D. L. 
Moody, and Charles Watts had another argu- 
ment on Christianity lastevening at the Princess 
Opera-House, No. 558 West Madison street. The 
audience filled the little hall to its utmost ca- 
pacity. 

Mr. Watts opened the argument by attempting 
to disprove that government and civilization are 
the direct outgrowth of Christianity, and that 
all government is founded on the Mosaic law. 

‘*My friend has said.”’ he said. * that the 
founders of this Government were Christians, 
The four great founders of this Government were 
Washington, Jefferson, Franklin. ana Paine, 
and not one of them was a Christian.in his sense 
or would be considered a Christian today. They 
were Deists.”’ 

He then went on to show how barbarous 
the Mosaic law was and to show the government 
of God's chosen representatives. 

** God.”’ he said, * rewarded Jehu for commit- 
ting murder. Would the American people to- 
day submit to the government of Jehu, Moses, 
or Solomon? 

‘* If there be a God,” he said again, ‘* He can- 
no} justly punish an honest unbeliever. If your 
God will punish a man who honestly disbelieves, 
He is not justor fair, and I owe Him no alle- 
giance."’ 

Dr. Driver began with a series of questions 
that he wanted answered. 


“Is it not,”’ he asked, **as easy to believe that | 


the world was made from nothing by an Omnipo- 
cone See as to believe that nothing made the 
world?” 

He also wanted to know what secularity 
taught, who was the first exponent of it, and 
what it had ever done for the world. 

“There was never any exponent of it,’’ he 
said, ‘“‘with. brains enough to amount to any- 
thing who was heard of beyond a second gener- 
ation. Myfriend says he is the sonof a Wes- 
leyan. Ingersoll is the son of a preacher. They 
were brought up amid Christian influences. 
Their morality is the result of their bringing up— 
of Christianity. A Chinaman is an infidel with- 
out that bringing up—without those influences— 
and I tell you the worst desperado in this coun- 
try is better than the best Chinaman alive. I've 
traveled in China and I know.”’ 

In regard to crime Mr. Watts said that statis- 
tics showed that the proportion of infidels among 
criminals was remarkably smail, 

‘*The reason,”’ said Dr. Driver, “is that a crim- 
inal is an infidel until he gets into jail, and a 
Christian until he gets out.”’ 

At the conclusion Mr. Watts presented resolu- 
tions thanking Mr. Moody and Dr. Driver for 
taking up the discussion. 


COMPLAINT ABOUT MAIL CARRIERS. 


Why Do They Begin to Distribate at the 
4 Far End of the Route? 

THE TRIBUNE received the following com- 
plaint: 

CHICAGO. May 10.—[{Editor of The Tribune. ]— 
When the carriers startfrom the Post-Office with 
their pouches loaded down with mail why do 
they go tothe farendof the route before they 
commence delivering? My office is just across 
the street from the Post-Office and it is an hour 
after the carriers leave the office before we get 
our mail. Please explain the advantage of the 
present system. CHARLES V. HICKOX. 

“It is optional with the carriers,” explained 
Superintendent O'Connor, “as to the plan 
of deliver on their respective routes. Of 
course their object is to get rid of 
the greatest possible weight in tne least time. 
I carried mail twelve years. and its no 
fun to carry around forty pounds on your back. 
We try to deliver that mail which most concerns 
the general public, such as bank mails, first. 
Carriers’ routes don't radiate, as some suppose, 
from the central office like spokes from a hub. 
but are circuitous and winding, with one end 
about as near to the office as the other. For in- 
stance, a carriér delivers east on Quincy street. 
comes back on the opposite side. and north on 
Dearborn avenue to the Owings Building. where 
his route ends. Now if we begin delivering at 
the Owings the Quincy street people, quite as 
near, object; and vice versa.’’s

Ferdinand Ward’s Partner Released from 
Auburn Penitentiary. . 

Avusukrn, N. Y:, May 11.—[Special |—Just 
at the etroke of 9 o’clock this morning James 
D. Fish, the former President of the Marine 
Bank, and the associate ot Ferdinand Ward 
in the crimes which culminated-in the death 
of Gen. Grant and the sentencing of both 
crimimals to long terms of penal servitude, 
walked down the steps of the ovrison here, 
passed between the grim, vine-covered tow- 
ers which flank the prison gate, stepped 
nimbly into a light phaeton which was wait- 
ing to receive him, and drove swiftly away. 
a free man. 

Not in many years has the departure of a 
convict attracted so much attention in 
Auburn. Ordinarily convicts come and go 
and nobody heeds them. But with Fish it 
was different. Aside from the sensational 
feature of his case, people have been con- 
stantly reminded of. his presence here b 
the sight at intervals in the streets of a sad, 
pale faced, sombrely dressed woman, tne 
aged felon’s faithtul daughter, who took u 
her abode here when her father did, and left 
only when he left.

| TO RETIRE ST. PAUL BONDS 


LONG TERM 4 PER CENT PAPER TO BE 
ISSUED IN THEIR STEAD. 


Rumor That the Refuading Scheme Is 
Nearly Consummated and That it Will 
Save About a Million a Year in Fixed 
Charges—The Drexel Interests Said to 
Have Formulated the Idea—An Im- 
proved Tone in the Stock Market in 
Wall Street. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis, May 11.—[Special.]—An 


evening paper today publishes the followthg dis- * 


patch from Nev York: -* The buying of St. Paul 
Stock, common and preferred, for some days is 
now said to have been on the rumor that a re- 
funding scheme will be put through which will 
be of considerable importance to the security 
holders, In some quarters, usually well in- 
formed, this is confirmed, and the Drexel inter- 
ests are credited with formulating the idea. The 
plan in contemplation is understood to include 
the retirement by arrangement of all the out- 
Standing bonds drawing 5, 6, or 7 per cent inter- 
est. To accomplish this 1t is proposed to issue 
in their Stead anew long term 4 per cent con- 
solidated mortgage bond. The talk is that the 


term of the bond will be 100 years. The 


object in undertaking such a plan would 
probably be to simplify operations, besides 
effecting a saving of $1,000,000 or so annually in 
fixed charges. Nothing can yet be learned 
as to who is backing the scheme. There are 
some St. Paul people who do not hesitate.to ad- 
mit that such a scheme has been consummated. 
the mortgage being executed the Sth of May. 
The registration is not vet completed. however. 
In Wisconsin it is only necessary to register 
with the Secretary of State, while in some States 
and Territories through which the line runs reg- 
istration is necessary in every county. It is 
thought that the long life of the bonds at the in- 
terest offered will insure their certain aegotia- 


tion. A good deal of St. Paul stock is going 


abroad now in the usual ten share certificates, 


Vice-President Bond says that the amount of 
common stock beld abroad is now between $23,- 
009,000 and $25,000,000—probably about $24,000,-

WHEAT MAKKET TAKES A FALL 
Friday’s Rain Takes the Stiffoess Out of 
Prices—A Drop of 1 1-4. 

The general rains of Friday night and the pub- 
lication of the Government report showing the 
condition of se growing crop two points higher 
made the opening of the wheat market animated 
though weak. July started off more than a cent 
below Friday's closing figures and at once began 
drooping before a heavy presence of both long 
and short wheat. The Wall street speculators 
were prominent in the selling, but a great deal 
of the wheat sold: was undoubtedly on sharp 
orders for country. account. The market 
fell to 78%—15% §$under the previous 
day—beforeé any sign of reacting was manifest. 
Later it crept back to 79 certs, where Mr. Hutchin- 
son was an Open buyer. The crowdof small oper- 
ators at first were disposed to tai! on to’the old 
speculator, but the sellihg by two or three 
houses excited their suspicion that the principal 
for whom these bouses were acting was none 
other than ‘*Old Hutch.”’ Late in the session 
the estimate went around that the visible. would 
show a heavy decrease Monday. Reports of the 
export movement at the seaboard showed that 
in wheat and flour tne equivalent of 386,000 
bushels cleared from the Atiantic Friday. ‘he 
market firmed up in response, and closed at 791, 
cents for July, wnich was 4 cent under Friday. 


GOSSIP FROM WALL STREET. 


Buoyant Movement in Stocks Largely Due 
to the Favorabie Bank statement. 

New YORK, May 1i11.—[{Special.}—A selling 
movement in Oregon Transcontinental attracted 
some attention today and gave rise to a rumor 
that a compromise had been effected between 
the parties in contest for control of the 
property. The stock so!d down 1%, but recov- 
ered 2 toward the ciuse, when the whole market 
was distinctly stronger. The only other active 
stock was Atchison, which fell %, mainly on Bos- 
ton selling, but fully recovered the decline. 

Chicago & Eastera Illinois preferred sold the 
usual quarterly dividend of 142 per cent and on 
few transactions advanced a fraction, to 97. 
Oddly enough Rock Island moved up 14%, coinci: 
dent with President Cabie’s published statement 
that the enforcement of the Iowa rate cost the 
road $1,000 per day. ‘The coulers and the wizards 
werd all distinctly buoyant. 

The bank statement h2zd much to do with the 
improved tone of the market at the close. It 
was expected on the street that the statement 
would show a decrease of several millions in the 
surplus reserve and the actual figures were a 
pleasant surprise. All the Grangers closed on 
smart advarces, due mainly to Chicago buying. 
The promising condition of the crops has made 
them all bulls out there.

ma Canal Company.

He then 
reterred to the desolation in the South twen- 
ty years ago, when there was scarcely a farm 
left well fenced from Kentucky to the Gulf, 
out of which the Scotch-Irish had produced 
its present flourishing condition, aided and 
encouraged by their brave women, and that 
now the iron of the South, manufactured in 
Connecticut, furnished the screws that drove 
down the lid of the Englishman’s coffin. His 
speech met with a warm response from the 
audience,

in Independence Hail.” Of ail the eloquent 
speakers who have addressed the congress 
itis but just to say that he furnished the 
keystone to the arch.

FIVE EVENTS WIND UP A SUCCESSFUL 
SPRING MEETING, ) 


The Freeland Prize Captured by Huntress— 
A Rattling Race Between Long Chance 
and Big Three for Second Money, in 
Which the Former Wins—Strideaway 
Wins the Delbeck Handicap at Louls- 
ville—A Big English Stake Race—Tarf 
Notes. ; 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., May 11.—[{Special.}—The 
spring meeting at West Side Park closed today 
with the lightest attendance of the mecting, less 
than 2,000 people being present. The weather 
was extremely warm and the track dusty and 
slow.

Big Three pushed Long Chance so 
closely for the place, however, that many 
thought it was adead heat. It was a day of 
close finishes, and this was the closest of the 
day. About the middie ef the stretch it looked 
as though Huntress were pocketed, but she 
at once came out, and ai terrific fight 
to the wire followed, with Huntress, Long 
Chance, and Big Three nearly neck 
and neck all the way. It was onlv a few jumps 
from the wire that Huntress came up and won py 
a head from the others, Long Chance being but 
a bare nose the better of Big Three. 

The third race was another close event, Go- 
lightly only winning at the wire by 2 nose from 
Rusk, who had got off second and led all the way 
after passing the first quarter. 

The fastest time of the meeting was made in 
the mile race—1:42—while the attendance and 
results have been satisfactory. As a whole the 
sport has been of a lower standard than that of 
last spring, and there have been few races that 
have been particularly good. During only two 
days was the program of the best. class, owing 
to various circumstances, but the association are 
encouraged by the results to offer still more 
money next spring. Turfmen are well pleased,

CAPTURED BY STRIDEAWAY. 


The Son of Gilmore Wins the Delbeck Han- 
dicap at Louisville. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., May 11.—[{Special.]—Taken 
as a whole, the racing today was the best of the 
week, nearly ail the finishes being close and jdes- 
perately contestea. The weather was fine, but 
the track was dusty, and the attendance was 
only fair to middling. The principal event of 
the day, the Delbeck Handicap, a mile and a six- 
teenth, brought out a fine field, including such 
flyers as Strideaway, Libretto, Hypocrite, Clay 
Stockton, Lavinia Bell. and Mollie’s Last. 
Strideaway and Hypocrite carried the most 
money, and were made equal favorites at 3 to 
1. All the other starters, however, were well 
backed, particularly Clay Stockton and the Har- 
per pair. he pair was not fast on the early part of 
the race, which accounts for the poor time made, 
but the finish was of the most desperate kind 
and resolved itself into a match between Stride- 
away and Libretto, the former winning by a 
neck. The others were strung out to the six- 
teenth pole. 

It took Barnes’ most determined riding to win 
on Strideaway, and it is doubtful if he ever made 
a greater finishin his life. It was also his won- 
derful riding on the last race $hat landed Mando- 
lin a winner, for the finish was nothing short of 
desperate and only heads separated the three 
placed horses, 

The Beverwick Stables had a starter in three 
races, two of them, Brown Princess and Casta- 
way, being hot favorites. Even money was the 
best that could be had about Castaway in a fleld 
of ten, but he was never in the hunt and was 
finally beaten off. It looks as if the Beverwick 
animals were already a trifle stale. They are 
certainly not showing up to tneir New Orleans 
and Memphis form. Clay Stockton has been 
heavily backed to win the Suburban, but it is 
doubtful if he is sent East atall. Four or five of 
the Beverwick animals—selling platers—have 
been shipped to-the West Side Park, Chicago. 
The others will take in the Latonia and St. Louis 
meetings. 

The Dude, winner of the six furlongs selling 
race, Was run up to $800 dnd purchased by Ed 
Storms of Chicago. Mollie’s Last was the first 
of the Baldwin string to start here, and she made 
rather a poor showing. There is hardly anything 
in the stable fit to race as yet. Outside of 
Libretto the Harper horses are not showing to 
advantage. Lavinia Belle, the sister of Freeland, 
ran poorly in the Delbeck Handicap,

Perry Belmont arrived a week ago from 
Madrid. As the author of the bill in Con- 
gress which made for the first time proper 
representation from the United States possi- 
ble Belmont. has been the recipient of true 
Gallic courtesy at the hands of the French 
Government. When on the opening day 
President Carnot reachéd the American 
section, and in the presence of the 
Americen Commission and exhibiters de- 
clared the _ section open, Col. Lict- 
tenstein of the Presidential Maison Militaire, 
who owing to his perfect English acts as 
master of ceremoni where English-speak- 
ing celebrities are concerned, stepped for- 
ward and stated to Gen. Franklin that, if he 
were present, the President much desired to 
make the acquaintance of Minister Belmont, 
that warm friend of France., Belmont was 
then introduced in due form and the 
two gentiemen @éxchanged a few pleas- 
ant words before the President pro- 
ceeded upon bis round of duties. 
The President closely observed Beimont, 
and on leaving said to Col. Lichtenstein: “I 
am glad to have made Minister Belmont’s 
acquaintance; heis the first man | have ever 
met who bas refusea the ribbon of the Legion 
a’Honneur.” For it is a fact little known 
outside the precincts of the ree d’Orsai 
that.the French Minister at Washington was 
charged by his Government to offer Belmont 
the ribbon for his services in Congress in 
furthering the object of the exposition, and 
that he refused the much-coveted honor. 

PERRY BELMONT’S IDBAS. 

A reporter found Belmont today at the Ho- 
telde Holiand. In reply to a question as to 
what he thoughts of the sexhibition he said: 
‘It is nothing new save another proof of the 
vitality and recuperative powers of the 
French industries and of France’s commer- 
cial prosperity. The chief significance of 
this, as of most. international exhibitions 
hitherto held in France, lies in its political 
effect at home and abroad. For the moment 
all internal plots against the contipu- 
ance. of republican institutions have 
sunken into obscurity and seem 
no longer dangerous. But among 
the great Powers which have for political 
reasons refused to take part officially in the 


exhibition there is an unmistakable evidence | 
-of a widespread and wholesome respect for 
‘the strength and durability of the eae,

Europe. It remains now to be seen whether 
the fiffei Tower is to represent an- 
other beacon of light, liverty, and 
peace, or whether it will turn 
to be a huge.

Early Years in the House of Commons.

Lonpon, May 11.—Mr. Gladstone’s dinner 
with Punch’s staff is still the talk of Lon- 
don, political society being much tickled 
at the notion of @ grave statesman sitting 
down to meat with the merry men of Mr. 
Punch’s family. The dinner was given at 
the house of Mr. Henry Lucy Toby, M. P. 
John Tenniel, the veteran cartoonist, who 
has drawn Giadstone hundreds of wmos 
through his various phases of political life, 
was of course there, and sat next to Giad- 
stone, who much enjoyed his company. 
So did Du Maurier, the creator of Postle- 
thwaite and the darling of London society. 
Frank C. Burnand, the cheery editor of 
/’unch,was to the fore. Linléy Lambourne, the 
graceful delineator of fancy portraits and 
pictures, was another guest. Still another 
was Harry Furniss, the illustrator of ‘** The 
Diary of Toby, M. P.” Of outsiders there 


.svere the Earl Granville, the leader of the 


opposition in the House of Lords and many 
times Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs; 
Lord Charles Beresford of *‘Condor”’ fame 
and a thornin the side of his late colleagues 
in the Admiralty: Mr. David Plunket, her 
Majesty’s First Commissioner of Works, one 
of the most brilliant of orators and most 
popular of men in the House of Commons; 
and Mr. J. R. Robinson, who created the 
Daily News, and who, after many years of 
managing its commercial affairs, undertook 
the editorship on the resignation of Mr. 
Lucy. 

I have had an opportunity of talking with 
some of the guests, and have picked up a 
few crumbs that fell from the table at which 
Gladstone sat. I find that the Punch men 
are chiefiy possessed with that feeling of 
surprise at the Grand Old Man’s amazing 
physical and mental virility which strikes 
every observer of him. In public life the 
only casual indication’ that he has entered 
his eightieth year are an increasing deafness 
and a slight huskiness in his voice, which 
wears offas he talks, and he talks with 
abounding freeness, thouch, as some one ob- 
served, he is also a most attractive listener. 
One notable thing about his personal appéar- 
ance is the brightness of his eyes. They are 
fulier and more unclouded than those of 
Many a man under 50. 

Mr. Gladstone was dowered with a mag- 
nificent constitution, butal! his life he has 
taken great care of it. Speaking of Mr. 
Bright he spoke regretfully of the.carless- 
ness with which his old friend dealt with 
hunself, “Bright,’”’ he said emphatically, 
‘““did pothing he should do to preserve his 
health and everything he should not. If he 
had only been wise, and wise in time, there 
Was no reason Why he shouldn’t have been 
alive today, hale and strong, but he never 
would listen to advice about himself.’’ 

A STORY ABOUT JOHN BRIGHT. 

Gladstone told @ funny story about Bright’s 
habits on this score. Until the last ten years 
he had no recognized medical attendant. 
There was some anonymous and unknown 
person to whom he went for advice, erd of 
whom tie spoke oracularly, ** but,” said Glad- 
stone, with that curious approach to a wink 
that sometimes varies his grave aspect, ‘‘he 
would never tell his- aame or say where he 
lived. About ten years ago Mr. bright sur- 
prised Sir Andrew Ciark by appearing in his 
consulting-room. Sir Andrew, who knew ail 
about his peculiarities in this matter, asked 
him how it was he came to see him.”’

Mr. Gladstone seems to have acted as 
mentor to Mr. Bright in other respects thau 
his bodily health. e used to advise him, as 
the one panacea for preserving his health of

ing. Mr. Gladstone said: ‘ In the most ex- 
citing political crisis I dismiss current mat- 
ter entirely from my mind when I go to bed, 
and I wilt not think of them till | get up in 
the morning. I told Bright this and he said, 
‘That’s all very well for you, but my way is 
exactly the reverse. I think over all my 
speech when I am in bed, slike Sancho 
Panza.’”’ 

Mr. Gladstone has the great gift of sleep. 
Seven hours he always gets, “ and,’’ lie add- 
ed with a smile, ‘*Ishould lke eight. I hate 
getting upin the morning; .1 hate it the same 
every morning, but one can do everything by 
habit, and when I havé had my seven hours 
sleep my habit 1s to get up.”’ 

TALKING ABOUT HOMER, 

Mr. Gladstone evidently enjoyed the com- 
pany in which he found himself, and was in 
bounding spirits. Nothing was more sur- 
prising than the range of his topics, unless it 
were the completeness of his information 
upon them. Homer easily came under re- 
view and forten minutes he talked about 
hiin with brightening eye and the deep, 
rich tones of voice used only when 
he i8 moved. One thing he said 
about Homer that struck as new the com- 
pany clustered around him was that he evi- 
dently did not like Venus Aphrodite, as the 
great Greek scholar’ preferred to call the 
goddess. He cited half a dozen illustrations 
of Homer’s dislike for a goddess usually 
fascinating to mankind, to poets, and artists. 
He discussed the matter with special refer- 
ence to the picture shows now open in Lon- 
don. Hesaid that he always liked to go 
round a picture gallery with an artist. ‘Art- 
ists,’’ he said, “in looking at a picture, always 
see in it less to criticise and more to admire 
than is possible to ordinary people. An 
—r sees more in @ man’s face than you 
or 4.”” 

Thirty-five times Gladstone has had his 
portrait painted. He had, he: said, the good 
fortune to have fallen into the hands of a 
great artist, who made only the minimum 
demand upon his time. Jn his individual 
case five hours sufficed Miilais for sitting 
for the most elaborate portrait, and this time 
is given by Gladstone with reai pleasure. 

“is Milais, then, a Charming companion 
when at work?” some one asked. 

** Yes,” said Mr. Gladstone, *‘ but not be- 
cause he talks. To see him at work is a de- 
light for the way he throws his heart and 
soul into it.” 

AN AMAZING MEMORY. 

Mr. Gladstone’s memory is amazing, more 
particularly for events that took place haif a 
century ago. Oddly enough, where his mem- 
ory has always failed him is in the matter of 
faces. This gift, precious to princes, has 
been withheld from him. He told how, some 
‘infty years ago, there was a man going about 
with some theory, now sunk into oblivion, by 
the application of which, in connection with 
electricity, he estimated a man’s character as 
a phrenologist does’ by feeling his bumps. 
“There are three faculties in which I was 
lacking,’’ said Gladstone, ‘‘One of them was 
that I had no memory for faces, and I am 
sorry to say it is quite true.”’’ What the other 
two lacking gifts are Mr. Gladstone did not 
say, but this forgetfuiness of faces he evi- 
dently deeply deplored, probably recognizing 


terday questioned Sir Michael Hicks Beach, 
President of the Board of Trade, as to the 
possibility of the United States pleading the 
“most favored nation” clause in bar of the 
operation of the sugar convention as against 
themselves.

SHERMAN INTERVIEWED IN LONDON, 


He Warily Avoids Expressing Pronounced 
Views on American Politics. 
SPECIAL CABLE DISPATCH TO THE TRIBUNE

LONDON, May 11.—Senator Sherman and 
his party will leave London for Italy today. 
The Senator has been pretty industrious 
since his arrival Thursday afternoon. His 
first evening he went to the theatre, taking 
with him his daughter, Miss Mary Sherman, 
and Miss Hoyt of New York, whois a reia- 
tive of che family. The greater part of the 
afternoon and evening yesterday he spent 
listening to the debates in Parliament, 
devoting a portion of his time to 
each house. As he returned 
to the Metropole for dinner a reporter under- 
took to obtain a portion of the vast fund of 
information and well assorted and pro- 
nounced views which this distinguished 
American is believed to have always ‘in 
stock. The attempt was not as successful as 
it might have been had the Senator entered 
heartily into the same. Senator Sherman is 
wily and wary. His statesmanship has never 


| been regarded as of the brass-band order. In 


reply to questions concerning the plans of 
his tour hé talked freely, but. when asked 
about matters pertaining to American poli- 
tics his wariness became manifest at once. 
He can give out the smallest quantity of in- 
formation with the greatest courtesy imag- 
inabie. 

In answer to questions concerning his plans 
he said: ‘** We shali leave London tomorrow 
and go first to Italy. I haven’t blocked out any 
detinite route or decided how long we shail 
stay in each place. We intend to visit the 
chief Italian cities and interesting places and 
then roam over the continent generally, 
stopping for some time in Paris, and of 
course taking in the exposition. I think we 
shali return to London about Aug. 1, and re- 
main here a month before going home. , That 
covers about all I know myseltof my plans.” 

** How did you leave matters at home?”’ 

‘“Q, everything was moving along smooth- 
ly. The centennial celepration in New York, 
which I attended, created quitea stir and 
was successful on the whole.”’ 

‘* How is President Harrison’s Administra- 
tion prospering?!” 

“So far well. Itis moving along quietly. 
The President is pursuing &@ conservative 
course, but concen begs J after careful consid- 
eration, I think he has.done nothing yet to 
bring astorm about his ears, except, to a 
lmited extent, in the matter of his apnoint- 
ments. Naturally, some people have not 
been entirely pleased, but tnat is always the 
case and must be expected.”’ 

‘* Are you willing to specify any particular 
ones to which strong objection has been 
made?’’

Ber.in, May 1l.—The miners’ strike is as- 
suming great dimensions, there being fresh 
accessions of strikers every day. It is now 
estimated that there are 100,000 hands out of 
work throughout the Rhenish-Westphalia 
districts. 

The Emperor returned to this city hurried- 
ly Wednesday to consult with Prince Bis- 


marck, who presided at a special Council. | 


The Emperor is deeply concerned over the 
strike movements now pervading the coun- 
try and does not conceal his sympathy with 
the workmen, although he is devermined to 
Suppress disorder. Afver the Cabinet Coun- 
cils Wednesday and Thursday the Emperor 
approved a report advising that the influence 
of the Government be directed to induce em- 
ployers to come to terms with the men. 

The Cabinet’s anxiety fora speedy settle- 
ment of the miners’ strike is hightened by 
the growing dangers of industrial strikes in 
populous centres. The Berlin carpenters 
and several other trades are out, claiming 66 
pfennigs an hour, with a working day of nine 
hours. At Hamourg, Frankfort-on-the-Main, 
Crefeid, Nuremberg, and Itzehoe the strikers 
hold out Under much suffering. 

An important distinction between the agi- 
tation in; the mining and in other industries 
is that the former is in the meantime not as- 
sociated with the Socialists, while the latter 
are closely related to them. The dread in 
Government circles is that the minérs will 
be easily drawn within the circle of the 
Belgian Socialist miners’ societies. Already 
Anarchist agents from we Charleroi and 
Mons miners promise the Bochum and Essen 
men assistance. % 

The report of the English unions offering 
succor is untrue, but the committee has 
signed @ joint appeal to the miners 
ot Great Britain, which, it is ex- 
pected, will elicit at least an ex- 
pression of moral support. The authorities 
freely permit meetings of the strikers, at 
which anotable feature hitherto has been 
the denial of all connection with the Social- 
ists. Small groups paraded in Bochum with 
red flags, but were treated with indifference. 

The general attitude of the strikers, apart 
from their claims, evokes sympathy. Public 
opinion coucerning their claims also sides 
with the men. Since 1887 the coal trade has 
been immensely prosperous. The production 
and sales have increased over 75 per cent. 
The values,of *mining shares have rapidly 
risen, whil e wages of the men remain at 
an average of 2s 6d per day. Their request 
to obtain an advance of 3d per day, working 
eight hours, finds unanimous approval, ex- 
cept trom»the more abject organs of the em- 
plovers. 

A number of mine-owners signify their 
willingness to won the demands. Failing 
an early assent by Krupp and the larger com- 
panies, the Emperor will receive a deputa- 
ton of colliers, probably, publicity, to express 
his sympathy. The men are aware ot his 
sentiments. At tne termination of their 
meetings they shout, ‘* Hoch, Kaiser.” It is 
not unlikely that he will visit the strike dis- 
tricts if the troubie continues to spread. 

AGED WORKMEN’S INSURANCES BILL. 

The Reichstag has read for the second tame 
the Aged Workmen’s Insurance bill, adopt- 
ing the measure substantially in the form 
approved by the committee. The prompti- 
tude of its passage was due to the absence of 
many opposing deputies. When the House re- 
assembled Tuesday it was difficuit to obtain 
a quorum. While the debate was proceeding 
several members left. The President’s at- 
tention was drawn to the claim that the 
House lacked the number to justify a_ vote, 
and an adjournment was taken. The Govern- 
ment, incensed at this form of passive ob- 
struction, caused the members to know tnat 
the session would be prolonged until the bill 
Was passedin itsentirety. the Nationals 
continued aloof in the debate. The Conserv- 
atives appeared in greater force and fought 
sevéral clauses in a half-hearted style. The 


Government’s triumph is due to the reluctant 


sacrifice of principle by the National Liber- 
als, whose failure to actively oppose the bill 
is mainly traceable to the influence of Herr 
von Bennigson, who in turn succumbed to the 
sedauctions of Prince Bismarck. 

KING HUMBERT’S VISIT. 

The official program for the visit of King 
Humbert of Italy is as follows: On the arriv- 
ai of the King, May 21, a reception, followed 
by a banquet, will be given at the palace. 
The 22d there will be a parade of troops at 
the Tempélhof,and in the evening the Emper- 
or and his royal guests will be present at the 
opera. The 28d there will be a parade at 
Potsdam, followed by a dinner at the Italian 
Embassy. The th, military maneuvres 
will be. held in Berlin, after which the two 
monarchs will visit the Rultmeshalle, dine 
en famille with Prince Albert of Prussia,and 
drive through the city. The 25th, King Hum- 
bert will visit the Exhibituon of Appliances 
for the Prevention of Accidents, and a fare- 
well banquet will be given at the palace in 
the evening.

MONTHLY GOVERNMENT CROP REPORT 


Condition of Winter Wheat Throughout the 

Country—Sprinog Plowing Well Advanced. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 11.—The Govern- 
ment crop report states that the condition of 
winter wheat has advanced from 94 to 96, of 
rye from 98.9 to 96.5. The general average of 
winter barley is 96.9, of spring pasture 96.6, 
of mowing lands 96.3. 

The winter wheat of the Ohio Valley, while 
fully maintaining its April position, has had 
a scant supply of moisture,’and fears of 
future decline of ‘condition are enter- 
tained in case of a continued defi- 
ciency of rainfall. On the Atlantic slope 
the recent heavy rains have obviated the 
effects of previous dehciency. The plant is 
generally green and flourishing, but has not 


| tillered well in localities inclining to dryness. 


High condition is reported in the South, 
though rust has appeared upon the wheat 
blades in some fields. The percentages of 
condition of States of princi production 
gare: Ohio, 90; Michigan. ; Indiana, 95; 
Illinois, 98; Missouri, 98; Kansas, 98; Texas, 
88; in the Kast, New York and Pennsylvania 
average 96, and Maryland and Virginia 98. 
Chinch-bugs are reported in Missouri and 
Kansas, and in some instances elsewhere, 
without any indication of serious injury. 
Spring plowing is much further advanced 
than May 1 of last year. The percentage of 
plowing in preparing the seedbed and plant- 
ing spring crops, not inclusive of after culti- 
vation, which had already been done, 1s 556 
per cent, leaving one-sixth to be done in May 
and June, mainly in Northern latitudes. Last 
year the percentage Was 74.6. The ave 
of a series of recent years has been about 71. 
This season is, therefore, unusually eariy. 
In some cases correspondents speak of de- 
lays from heavy rains, from labor of repiant- 
ing, and other causes, preventing s fur- 
ther advancement.

HOW CHICAGO BUSINESS-MEN APPEAR 
AT THEIR NOONDAY MEAL, 


The Grand Rush for the Big Restaurants, 


the Cafes, the Clubs, and the “‘ Catch-as- 
Catch-Can” Counters Where the Specu- 
ulators, the Merchants, the Lawyers, 
and Others Appease the Inner Man— 
What Some of the Well-Known Citizens 
Eat at Their Hurried Repasts. ; 

MEN must defend 
“RY everything they do!’’ 
said a wise man. 
ofancienttimes. The 
axiom holds good to- 
day, when every 
casual traveler judges 
another nation than 
his own by what its 
people eat, how they 
eat, and how quickly 
they doit. When the 
subject of eating is 
thus referred to it 
has no application to 
the boy who, brough 
up before the Police Magistrate on a chargeof 
petit larceny, despairingly exclaimed: “ But 
I must eat!”’ nor does it apply to the grave 
dispiay of public banquets—it solely has ref- 
erence to that, in a measure, perfunctory 


noon-day repast which is sometimes 
called lunch, sometimes luncheon, and 
Irequently dinner. It takes some- 


times haifan hour, sometimes an hour—rarely 
longer than that—to feed the multitude that 
is engaged in the trades, the shops, the busi- 
ness, and the professions of Chicago. To 
attempt anytbing like a comprehensive de- 
scription of all the eaters would be an im- 
possibility within the range of a newspaper 
article. From the frugal Italian who sits 
down on the curbstone and contentedly 
munches the indescribable scraps of his din- 
ner pail to the merchant prince or profes- 
sional luminary who lunches in the luxu- 
rious quarters of his down-town club, there 
are so many thousands of eaters in Chicago 
that a thought must suffice to take them all 
in, 
FOOD OF THE KING OF NATIONS. 

It is an eloquent thing that may well of 
itself give apt inspiration to even a dull 
fancy, that earnest word: Food. Was not 
even Dickens’ **Fat Boy” in anticipation of 
the contents of a well-filled hamper moved to 
the joyful exclamation: “‘Isn’t it prime?” 
Food hails the first and knells the last act in 
the great drama of every being, and it has 
more than once been contended that man is 
nothing but the food 
he eats, and that the 
rulers of man are but 
the animals and vege- 
tables that are no 
longer. With all nat- 
ure’s elective powers 
for good and repellent 
powers against evil, 
she cannot give what 
she does not possess, 
aad man must be—for 
all that can be seen of 
him--but his nutrition 
in organized vitality. 
There is not only some- 
thing but a great deal 
in the maxim that na- 
tions are of the stuff 
of which their food is 
composed—a truth expressed in the parody 
of the elegant Frenchman: ‘* Tell me what 
you eat, and I wil! tell you who you are.”’

THE GRAND RUSH FOR LUNCH. 


The noon-day repast of the average Chi- 
cagoan is equally barren of logical facts in 
deduction. Generally speaking, the princi- 
pal food at this hurried meal is either the 
rarest of roast beef or the simplest of dairy 
products. In both lines Chicago has pro- 
duced establishments where hundreds are 
fed within an hour. The grand rush begins 
at 12 o’clock, and then one has ample oppor- 
tunity to study human nature. The specu- 
lator is easiest satisfied, provided heis served 
guickiy. He can get away with a slice of 
rare roast beef, a tew big potatoes, a piece 
of bread, and a cup of almost boiling coffee 


in a few minutes, and then he is 
apt to spend more than three- 
quarters of an hour throwing 


dice for the cigars. The merchant, also,- is 
not much of a chooser in point of the rich- 
ness of the menu, if 
he has an opportuni- 
ty to dispose of his 
méal quietly and with 
that sedate gravity 
which distinguishes 
him from men in 
other lines. He is 
more apt to resort 
to the privacy of 
clubs than the specu- 
lator. In regard to 
the professional man 
— Whether lawyer, 
doctor, or minister— 
ali’ caterers agree 
that he is the great-

AT THE CATCH-AS-CATCH-CAN, 
‘*Blsewhere we feed-—in Paris we dine,” 


said Brillat Sevarin. The average Chicagéan 
may well adopt this axiom in the foliowing 
fashion: ‘“ At noon-time we feed—at home 
we dine.” With very rare exceptions tnere 
is no dining done down town in Chicago. 
From 11:30 till 2:30 thousands upon thou- 
sands rush as madly for their food as they 
rush for business at other hours of the day. 
A well known caterer, who loves to eat 
artistically, told the reporter with all tokens 
of mental horror that one of bis clients—he 
never speaks of his patrons as ‘“‘customers”’ 
—told him with a great deal of satisfaction: 
‘“‘I timed myself today, andI tind that leav- 
ing my office, walking three blocks, and tak- 
ing my lunch just occupied twelve minutes. 
In three minutes more I'll be back at my 
desk again, so that my lunch does not take 
more of my time than fifteen minutes.”

The un- 
adulterated “Kentucky cider’’\is there the 
favorite beverage;-s@th standard brands as 
McBriar and Henderson being kept at the 
Century in their highest perféction. Beer 
is almost tabooed there, and ifor wine no- 
body seems to care. But itis at a restaurant 
near by where the traders can’ be found in 
bulk during the noon hour. THe TRIBUNE 
might as well print the membership list of 
the Board of Trade as to enumérate the men 
who can be seen at the “business lunch.”’ 
Roast beef and all sorts of fricassees 
are popular articles on this occasion, though 
corned beef hash, however much maligned in 
the typical boarding-house, is the staple mess. 


| Prices on the menu range from five to 30 


cents, and the restaurateur has figured out 
that 32 cents is the average paid by each 
luncher. The odd cents are accounted for 
by a “division of spoils.”’ For instance, there 


are three men, each of whom likes a little | 


corned beef hash, a little pork and beans, and 
a little potato salad. The three articles to- 
gether cost 70 cents, making a trifle over 23 
ceats for each of the lunchers. The payment 
of odd cents is determined by shaking dice 
at the cigar counter.

However, these private clubs as well as 
the apartment dinners are no criterion of the 
manner in which the average Chicagoan feeds 
atnoon. The great restaurants, where hun- 
dreds eat at the same time, afford a better op- 
portunity for study of men and manners: 
and there, it must be confessed, the impres- 
sion one gets is not of the most encouraging 
kind. The leading idea seems to be to%vet 
away with as much indigestible food as can 
be masticated in tne least possible time. No 
entertaining gossip graces the meal and no 
reflective thought foilows it. I! some of the 
men could see themselves at a@ public ban- 
quet as they are’seen at lunch they would be 
perfectly horrified. 

For the average Chicagoan there are no 
airy trifles connected with his noonday 
lunch.

educational, and sanitary ‘condition of the 
laboring classes, and to the permanent pros- 
perity of the productive industry of the Coin- 
monwealth.”’ 

After the creation of the Massachusetts 
bureau, in 1869, Pennsylvania was the next 
State toestablish a like institution in 1872. 
Connecticut followed in 1873, but after the 
publication of one report the bureau col- 
lapsed and was not reorganized until 1885 
Not until 1877 did another State actin this 
matter, when Ohio established its bureau. 
In 1878 the New Jersey Bureau of Labor 
Statistics and Inspection was organized with 
somewhat larger powers than the others. 
In 1879 Llinois, Indiana, and Missouri feli 
into.line, followed by New York, California, 
Michigan, and Wisconsin in 1883 Iowa, 
Maryland, and the United States Govern- 
ment established bureaus of labor 1n 1884, 
Kansas 1885. In 1887, six States—Maine, 
Minnesota, North Carolima, Colorado, Raode 
Island, and Nebraska—established offices of 
this character, and in 1888 the United States 
bureau was made an independent Govern- 
ment department. 

The annual apvropriations for statistical 
work, apurt from salaries, range from $1,000 

to $10,000. The Illinois 
bureau gets $5,000 per 
annum, and only that 
of Massachusetts gets 
as high as $10,000. e 
annual appropriation 
for the National De- 
partment of Labor is 
$150,000. The salaries 
of chiefs range from 
$1,000 to $3,000 per an- 
num. These bureaus 
collect statistical facts 
by original ~ inquiries 
and investigations. An 
idea of the work done 
can best be gained by 
a glance af the subjects 
E. R. HUTCHINS. of current investiga- 
tion in the various States. 

WHAT THE VARIOUS STATES ARB DOING. 

Tne Massachusetts bureau is investigating 
‘*the relation of wages to the cost of pro- 
duction,” and also the “Distribution of 
Wealth” as shown by settlements of estates 
by probate courts for a long series of years, 
to determine whether or not the rich are 

rowing so immensely richer as 1s some- 
times charged. Onio investigates the wages 
und conditions of street-car employés, also 
mortgaged indebtedness on real estate, and 
aspecial investigauon on woman and chiid 
labor. New Jersey 1s investigating the ques- 
tion of woman and child labor in that State. 
The Illinois bureau, under Col. John B. 
Lord, bas just closed a most thorough in- 
vestigation into the mortgaged indebtedness 
of the State, including chattel mortgages. 
Wisconsin investigates. this year the effect 
of different occupations upon life and health, 
trade diseases, loss of time from sickness, 
etc. Colorado will revort on labor organi- 
zations, arbitration,'strikes, and convict labor. 
California investigates the manual train- 


| ing system of education and woman’s work. 


The forthcoming report of the National 
Department of Labor will be on working- 
women of large cities, and this will be fol- 
lowed by afuli report on railroad employés, 
while the present investigation of cost of 
production will be pushed as rapidly as pos- 
sible. Notail of these reports are equally 
valuable. In some States where the chiefs 
have been appointed for merely political 
reasons without reference to their adaptabil- 
itv to the work, the results are what might 
be expected from such acourse. Where men 
have been appointed to suit a class, their re- 
ports show Class bias and are worthless. But 
nearly all of these bureaus are passing out 
of this stage. The chief officers have formed 
an association and hold annual conven- 
tuons at which plans and methods of work 
are discussed. Col. Carroll D. Wright is the 
President of this association, and influences

He was 
buried in the ground of the Roman Catholic 
Church, corner of Sixth and Spruce streets, 
Dec. 30, 1831, and the 30th of September, 1851, 
his body was. removed to the college and 
placed in the marble sarcophagus prepared 
for it. 

After a busy life, which had been devoted 
mainly to the amelioration of the sorrows of 
the distressed; and having given to his sur- 
viving relatives nearly $100,000; to hospitals, 
insane asylums, and charitabie institutions 
upwards of $120,000; to the City of Philadel- 
phia $500,000, to be ex pended in sanitary pur- 

oses and improvements; to the State of 

ennsyivania $300,000 for her canais, hé left 
the remainder of his property, worth about 
$65,000,000, for the erection and endowment 
of the noble college for orphans which 
bears his pare. ; 


NEW ESTHETIC FAD IN BOSTON. 


The Horticultural Society Encourages Win- 
dow Gardening, to Beautify the City. 
Boston, Mass., May 9.— [Special Correspond- 


‘ence. |— Boston people, though not pretty them- 


selves, have that keen perception of the 
value of beauty in their surroundings which 
can only be developed by cultivation through 
generations of progressive refinement. It 
is not surprising, therefore, that Nature’s 
modest efforts to be decorative, as exhibited 
in the sprouting of springtime biossoms, 
should give pieasureto the inhabitants of 
this enlightened metropolis. Her attempts 
in this direction they not only view with ap- 
probation, but strive themselves to céperate 
in the task of rendering the vernal season 
attractive. With this end in view the 
Massachusetts Horticultural Society is de- 
voting much effort to the encouragement of 
Window gardening. A special committee has 
even been appointed to see to the distribu- 
uon of pot plants among the common but 
oiherwise worthy inhabitants of this town. 
Upon application any respectable person can 
obtain. a few such for home ornameutation, 
fresh from the greenhouses of the society, 
where they are propagated by thousands in 
sbailow trays filled with moist sand heated 
to a constant temperature by steam pipes 
beneath. Kach day so many bundred slips 
are taken from the stock of geraniums, fuch- 
sias, heliotropes, anc other flowering vegeta- 
bles and stuck by rows into the sand. With- 
in a week they are ready for transplantation 
into thumb-pots, every one with a root of its 
own, and in this shape they are given ort to 
those who ask for them. Plants not of the 
perennial habit are raised from‘ seed under 
glass and distributed in lke manner. Ail 
expenses, cost of pots 1acluded, are borne by 
the Horticultural Society, which has recent- 
ly offered prizes for the best exhibits by win- 
dow gardeners. . 

The beneficiaries of this philanthroric 
scheme are mostly children, who, once start- 


|ed in the enterprise, evince the greatest 


enthusiasm for private horticulture. At the 
request of the society, communicated by 
circular, many of the churches have adopted 
the plan of giving to each boy and girl in 
their Sunday-schools a potted plant instead 
of the usual bunch of flowers on occasions 
of religious festival. Last Easter Sunday 


| 5,000 such plants were distrrbuted, each one 


to serve as a nucleus for a window garden. 
Not only will these gardens serve to beautify 
the city as it is conceived, but the incidental 
teaching of the younger generation to love 

care for flowers must necessarily be

“It means dat I surrenders,” he replied. 

“Very well. Now sit up and tell me who 
you are and what you are doing here.”’

I was so stupid that I did not realize what 

luck had come to me until the negro gave it 
away. Then I secured him against escave 
and searched the boat, and in that old hulk I 
found over $6,000 worth of dry goods, cloth- 
ing, boots and shoes, jewelry, hardware, and 
other stuff, the proceeds of a dozen big rob- 
beries along the river. There wasa gang of 
four men engaged in the work, and the negro 
was their cook. The boat was hidden away 
in a branch of the White River to wait fora 
rise of water to get down to the Mississippi, 
and three of the gang were off that day to 
spot a country store some seven miles dis- 
tant. 
The negro ‘anc Istood guard all night, for 
I soon found that I could trust him, but 
if the fellows returned to the neighborhood 
we did not see them. Next day we got the 
boat down to the mill, which was hardly 
four miles away, and thence she was 
taken to Clarendon and the goods returned 
to their owners, as far as possible. The rob- 
bers were all identified by name and person 
by the negro, and within a few weeks were 
either captured and sent to prison or run 
into the swamp and shot down. 


HOW HORSES ACT IN BATTLE. 


Some Remarkable Instances of Equine [n- 
telligence. ‘ 
“Tt is remarkabie how quickly horses 
adapt themselves to the military service,’ 
said Capt. Cox to a San Francisco Chronicle 
reporter. “very artilleryman knows that 
they iearn the bugle calls and the evolutions 
quicker than the men, as a rule. For one 
thing they soon acquire a uniform gait, 
which is about the same as the ‘route step’ 
or the usual marching step. If the horses 
did not acquire the same gait as the infantry 
there waquid be varying distances between 
the different arms of the service—that is, be- 
tween the infantry and the cavalry, artillery 
and the commanders and their escorts. 
‘In the drills in the artillery service the 
horses will themselves preserve tpeir align- 
ent as well as theinfantry. I sgaill always 
remember one illustraiion of this ¢ait which 
I noticed at amexciting and critical period of 
a battle. In order to save some of our in- 
- fantry from being surrounded and captured 
I quickly mounted the cannoneers on the 
guns and put the whole battery at a dead 
gallop across a stretch of meadow about 
half a mile wide. 1 was quite accustomed to 
such sights,.but when we were half way 
across the field I noticed the array, and for 
a moment I was lost in admiration of the 
magnificent picture. Every driver was ply- 
ing whip and spur, the great guns were 
rocking and thundering over tne ground, 
and every horse, reeking with foam and full 
of animation and excitement, was straining 
every muscle as he galloped forward; yet it 
seemed to me that a straight lire drawn 
along in front would have touched the heads 
of the lead horses.in front of the six guns. 
That was an artillery charge, one of the most 
thrilling sights in the evolutions of war. 
‘*It is surprising how quickly they learn 
the bugle cails. After we had been in serv- 
ice some time my first Sergeant once asked 
me what cail that was, as the bugle biew 
some command. ‘ That’sapretty question 
for you to ask,’ Isaid. ‘* How in thunder do 
you know how to march?’ ‘I don’t know,’ 
he said, ‘but my horse knows.’ Let the first 
note of the feed or water call be blown and 
there will be a terrible stamping, kicking, 
and neighing. Once, in a terrible storm, our 
horses and those of several other batteries 
broke loose, and there was a wild rush 
among the artillerymen to get horses in the 
morning. All was excitement and the horses 


bugier to mount a stump and biow the feed 
call the horses ail made such a mad rush for 
our battery that the men could hardly get 
out of the way quickly enough. 

‘+ When it comes to battie a horse scems to 
know everything that is going on, but he 
does his duty nobly and seems to be in his 
element. He enters into the spirit of the 
battle like a human being. e shows no 
fear of death, and itis singular that if his 
mate is shot down he will turn to look at him 
and seem pleased. A horse in my battery 
was once struck bya piece otf shell, which 
split his skull so that one side was loose. The 
driver turned him loose, but he walked up by 
the side of the gun and watched the 
firing, and when a shot was fired would took 
away in the direction of the enemy as if to 
see the effect of the shot. Whena sheil 
would burst near by he would calmly turn 
and iook atit. When he saw his own team 
going back for ammunition he ran to his 
own piace and galioped back -lo the caisson 
with the rest. When the Lieutenant pushed 
him aside to put ia another horse he looked 
at the other one sorrowfully while he was 
being harnessed up, and when he seemed to 
realize that there was no further use for him 
he lay down and died. The Liecuterant 
strongly asserted that he died of a vroken 
heart. | :

Monstrous Creatures Twenty Feet High 
and Thirty Feet in Length. 

** Alasxa is a country of paradoxes!” 

That is what Mr. Cola F. Fowler, late of 
the Alaska Fur & Commercial Company, 
said in answer to the question of a Philadel- 
phia Press reporter respecting his late field 
of operations. Mr. Fowler is stopping tem- 


-porarily in this city with friends. He is en 


route to his home near Boston, which he left 
twelve vears ago to enter the employ ot the 
Alaska Fur & Commercial Company. 
“During ali that time, up to two*%months 
ago. when I resigned and started for home,” 
said Mr. Fowler, “I have had my head- 
quartets at Kodiac, which is the most rorth- 
ern station occupied by agents of our com- 
any. We have our headquarters in San 
rancisco, and trading stations all over 
Secretary Seward’s purchase. As yet 
Alaska is almost a terra incognita. The 
country immediately surrounding some of 
the principal rivers like the Yukon, Snake, 
and Stickeer has been explored, ana a few 
miles inland from the coast line, but the 
great interior is almost unknown. What 
we have learned of it is a surprise, and was 


the foundation of my answer to your ques- 


tion. 
‘* Alaska is certainly a country of para- 
doxes. You who live here in the States look

upon it as aland of perpetual ice and snow, 
and yet you would be astonished if I told you 
that I grew last year in my garden at 
Kodiac abundant crops of radishes, lettuce, 
carrots, onions, cauliflowers, cabbage, peas, 
turnips, potatoes, beets, parsnips, and celery. 
Within five mules of this garden was one 
of che largest glaciers in Alaska, and be- 
tween the fertile coast slip and the interior is 
reared along the entire sea boundary a con- 
tinuous mountain of perpetual ice and snow. 

‘*During your twelve years’ residence in 
Alaska what was the most wonderful thing 
you ever saw or heard there?” 

-Mr. Fowler smiled at this question, and, 
after a moment’s hesitation, said: * Two 
years ago last summerI left Kodiac fora 
trip to the headwaters of the Snake River 
where our traveling agents had established 
a trading station atan Indian village. The 
chief of this family of Innuits was named 
To-lee-ti-ma, and to him I was well recom- 
mended. . He received me hospitably, and 
I at once began negotiations for the purchase 
of a big lot of fossil ivory which his tribe ndd 
cached near the village. The lot weighed 
several thousand pounds, and was composed 
of the principal and ioferior tusks of the 
mammoth, the remains of thousands of 
which gigantic animals are to be found in 
the beds of interior Alaskan water courses. 
I subjected the ivory to a rigid inspec- 
tion, and upon two of the largest 
tusks I discovered fresh blood traces 
aud the remains of partly decomposed fiesh.

The fact is that, in every case, the female 
has no more to do with what is essential and 
fundamental in reproduction than the male. 
In the lowest animals this is obvious; sperm- 
cell and germ-cell are equal and free. In the 
higher animals, however, the female exer- 
cises a long feeding function, internal or ex- 
ternal, subsequently to fecundation; and this 
makes n6On-biological thinkers .overestimate 
her importance in the process as a whole. 

THE SOURCES OF ABILITY. 

Mere biological! considerations, then, con- 
duct me to the exact opposite inference to 
that of Prof. Wurd. Let us consider briefly 
how matters stand in the animal world, con- 
fining ourselves, for shortness, to the verte- 
brate series, In fishes, and to a great extent 
in reptiles, the calls upon the two sexes for 
reproductive purposes are about equal. The 
maie herring and the female herring expend 
about the sagie amount of material, time, 
and trouble on mit and roe; the young shift 
for themselves without burdening either.

Hence 
for the most part the males have built up 
human civilization and have made the great 
funcuionally-acg tired gains in human facul- 
ty, while the females have acted as mere pas- 
sive transmitters of these male acquisitions. 
They have themse!ves, no doubt, largely in- 
herited and profited by them, but merely for 
the most part through -sdirect maie 
transmission.

The judicious biologtst, there- 
ore, will examine all the types at once, and 
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will not apply to any one among them conclu- 
gions hastily formed from the exciusive 
study of data supplied by some other type 
than the one he 1s considering. 

MAN’S SUPERIOR PLACE. 

This last seems tome to be Prof. Ward’s 
ecapitalerror. He finds on investigation that 
in certain plants, like hemp, and in certain 
animals, like the spiders with small comple- 


mentary males, the females do realy for all 


practical purposes constitute tne race, though 
even -here I think he underestimates the com- 
pleme er a een mat of the males, who 
are afer quite as necessary as the females 
tothe act of reproduction. From this he 
jumps at once to the conclusion that in every 
case the female is the race, and that the 
male is merely asort of supplement for fer- 
tilizing the female. A-wider survey of the 
facts will, Ithink, dispel this iliusion. The 
actual truthis that the cases where the 
females constitute in a certain sense 
the racé occur mostly among the iower 
@nimals; that among the higher animals 
‘the superiority and relative importance of 
the maie.i; distinctly marked; and that in 
man, the nighest of all, the superiority and 
necessity of the male is most marked of any, 
so much so that almost all the practical life 
of the race is carried on by men aione, and 
most of all in the highest buman communi- 
ties. Wehave only to look about us to see 
that in advanced societies men, on the 
whole, till the ground, and procure food, 
and defend the community, ,and build 
houses, and construct and work railways. 
‘and sail the seas, and mine the coal and iron, 


{and operate furnaces and forges]},and in skort. 


carry on by far the greater part of the mani- 
fold activities of which civilized human life 
’ essentially consists; while women, on the 
whole, are mostiy employed as wives and 
mothers, or, in other words, to perform mere 
reproductive functions., All the vast gains 
of our race in its progress toward civiliza- 
tion have been gains made for the most part 
by men aione. They have been communicated 
to posterity through the male element in re- 


production, and so far as women share in- 


them at all: they sharein them in virtue of 
being their fathers’ daughters, not in virtue 
of being their mothers’. This point I will 
clearly illustrate and demonstrate by facts a 
little further on. 

The case of the social insects will well 
show the immense importance to be attached 
in the life of a species to these great activi- 
ties which realiy give it itsspecial place in 
the hierarchy of nature. Take, for instance, 
the common honey-bee. Even Prof. Ward, I 
suppose, will hardly assert that the queen 
bees are the race. Among the bees, the vast 
majority and backbone of the species are the 
neuters. It is the neuters that doeverytbing 
that makes up the hive; it is the neuters that 


build the comb, and Jay up the honey, and. 


manufacture the bee-bread, and tend the 


larve, and guard the queen, and kee, the: 


whole republic alive and moving. Without 
the workers there would be ndbee lifs. The 
hive contains besides them a singie mother, 
who except asalayer of eggs jis wholly in- 
.. Capabie, and a certain number of drones, told 
off to perform male functions, and rutilessly 
killed when they are no longer needed. In 
this case I do not think it can be denied that 
neither fathers nor mothers have much 
to do with the hive; both are 
merely specialized forms useful each in 
its way for reproducing the species, and 
absolutely sacrificed to that particular ob- 
ject. The species, of course, could not con- 
‘tinue without them; but neither, on the 
other hand, could they continue without the 
active help of the working neuters. 
TRUE TEACHINGS OF MODERN BIOLOGY. 


Prof. Ward, however, will perhaps reply | 


that | misunderstand his contention; that he 
merely means to say the men are com ple- 
mentary and the women are the prime 
actors in propagating the species. 
This’ contention I deny utterly. It seems 
to me entirely opposed to the whole spirit of 
modern biology. That such a thing should 
have been said before the great biological 
-Tevoiution I could indeed have believed; but 
that it should be said atter Darwin and Spen- 
cer, and Huxley ana Hiickel, is to my mind 
truly surprising. The exact opposite is now 
indeed known to be the case. It is-krown 
‘hat, on the average, in most species the in- 
fluence upon the offspring of father and 
Motheris exactly equal. it is known that 
-©ach contributes, as a rule, equal elements to 
every part. it is known that characters of 
either parent (not specially sexual) tend 
equal to appear in the offspring of either 
SX. itis known that a male of one human 
or animai variety, having intercourse with a 
female of another variety, will transmit 
eee his femaie desceudants the power of 
reproducing special male traits in their malé 
offspring not gg by the male parent 
of the original female. And I believe there 
are Cvén grounds for supposing that in cer- 
tain races where the male preponderates the 
male influence in reproduction is greater, 
though but Slightly greater, than the female.

making themselves practically into neuters, 
there must still always remain a sufficiency 
of wives (or their equivalents) to carry on 
reproductive fuactions, else must that com- 
munity cease to exist. And this necessity for 
telling off at least a certain considerable num- 
ber of the women for the arduous duties of 
human maternity prevents the possibility of 
women as such ever being really in any deep 
sense the race. It is human to till, to build, 
to navigate, to manufacture [to invent]; and 
these are the functions that fall upon man. 
The functions that specially fall upon woman 
are those which woman, as female, shares 
equally with all other females of the mam- 
malian type. Any other belief seems to me 
pre-Darwinian and anti-biological. 


THE CRUISER CHARLESTON, 


Her Trial Trip—Over Fourteen Knots an 
Hour Under Fasy Steam. 

Santa Barpara, Cal., May 9.—The United 
States cruiser Charleston arrived here for 
her trial trip last evening, making under 
easy steam during the last portion-of her 
trip alittie more than fourteen knots per 
hour. The cruiser left Mission Rock in San 
Francisco Bay at 5:48 o’clock Tuesday morn- 
ing. inthe circular bulwarks tore and aft 
where the eight-inch rifled guns are to find 
position, and in the sponsons for the accom- 
modation of the six-inch guns were piled pig 
iron bars in sufficient number to represent 
the weight of powerful guns. The brass 
railings and mountings lacked polish, while 
a great portion of the wood and metal work 
was covered with tarpaulins for protection. 
Lanterns were suspended in the ward rooms 
and passage waysfor lighting purposes in 
lieu of the electric light plant, which is not 
cé6m plete. 

Apart from these features, which had no 
bearing upon the working capacity of the 
cruiser, she was in readiness to attempt tba 
duty assigned to her of developing 7,000 
horse-power by her two compound engiaes 
for four consecutive hours—a more severe 
test, it is claimed, than any to which the 
ships of war are usually subjected in making 
a test of power and speed. 

The cruiser was in command of Capt. 
Charles M. Goodall. The official inspection 
board of United States naval officers consist- 
ed of Commodore A. E. K. Benham, Com- 
mander Henry Glass, Naval Constructor 
Joseph Feaster, Lieut. E. F. Gualtrougn, and 
Chief Engineer R. L. Harris. There were 
several representatives of the Unior tron- 
Works, the builders, on board. rhe 
Navai Constructor, J. L. Fernaid, United 
States navy, who supervised the construc- 
tion of the cruiser on behulf of the Govern- 
ment, was also on board. The inspecting 
corps of engineers acting on tehalf of the 
Government to ascertain the horse power of 
the engines consisted of Chief Engineers F. 
J. Hoffman and E. T. Warburton, Asgistant 
Engineers I. N. Hoilis, G. W. McElroy, J. M. 
Pickrell, C. W. Disson, T. W. Kinkaid, W. 8. 
Smith, and H. L. Leonard. Theo naval con- 
tingent was also supplemented by Capt. J. C. 
Watson, Commander F. P. Gilmore, Lieut. 
C. G. Calkins, and others. 
100 seamen and others who were present in a 
semi-official capacity. 

After her compasses had been satisfactori- 
lv adjusted the Charleston, at 8 o’clock, 
headed down the bay. Theunion jack floated 
atthe fore, while the American ensign was 
hoisted aft. A stroag southwest wind had 
been blowing, and there were heavy 
Waves on the bay. She was soon in 
combat with a strong running sea. The 
engines had been gaged to torty revolutions, 
which served to press the ship steadily tor- 
ward. Besides breaking forward, the water 
began to come over the starboard side of the 
main deck. The cruiser held steadily on, 
rolling littie, but dipping down sharply after 
rising on a big wave, litting her stern high 
in the air. During the roughest potion of 
the passage both screws at various stages 
were completely out of the water. During 
this rough passage Commodore Benham and 
Capt. Watson were on the bridge. At times 
spray rose seven feet above the deck. At 
one time the Charleston tookadip into the 
trough of the sea and immediately pushed 
into the second wave, which enveloped all 
on board. The comb broke over the breast, 
dashing ovér the officers on the bridge and 
‘hoisting the brass stanchioas on the for- 
ward deck out of position. At almost the 
same moment a wave broke fairly over the 
starboard side of the ship, followed by a sec- 
ond which pare f flooded the main deck, 
turning the head of the ship toward the 
south. She tinaily rode out to sea and en- 
countered during the remainder of the day 
less boisterous seas. 

The naval officers were free to say that the 
Charieston had behaved handsomely and that 
the test had been a severe one in the matter 
of her stanchness. Contractor Fernald re- 
marked that in ten years’ service she would 
probably not encounter 4 rougher seaor be 
subjected to a more severe test as to her 
structural sea-going qualities. From 10 
o’clock until 1 o’clock in the afternoon whe en- 
gines were slowed toexuibit a little more 
power and the cruiser’s progress indicated 
an even speed of eleven knots. When off 
Santa Cruz the engines were siowed down on 
account of aslight tendency to heating shown 
by the crosshead of oue of the high-pressure 
cylinders and were finally stopped to relieve 
this tendency. The engines WerQ again 
started at 6 o’clock in the afternoon, and 
were run steadily to Santa Barbara at gradu- 
allv increasing speed without showing fur- 
ther heating. The engineers’ reports show 
that in the run from San Franciscu to Santa 
Barbara not a journal or pin showed heat. 
The engines had run smoothly and without a 
jar, and, with the one exception noted, to the 
entire satisfaction of the contractors and 
the Government enginecrs. The air pump

It is @ seeming para- 
dox, but —_—itrue, that fact has  3a- 
greater latitude of vrobability than fictiog, 
because the former may deal with the excep- 
tional or phenomenal, while the latter has to 
do with the general principles ot conduct 
anda character. ? 

A Piccadilly Rosalind would not be a love- 
lv creature even if she were possible. The 
girl in hose and doublet that S#akspeare 
drew belonged to the age of romance 
and poetry, but put her in a_ fuil- 
dress suit of today, that crowning 
atrocity of modern costume, and how she is 
transfurmed. ‘There 1s no sense of illusion 
created, butinstead of it a sense of mere 
curiosity; and one feels there is a general 
vulgarization of theideaof femininity. Miss 
Yanoer, despite her careful acting and nat- 
ural reserve of manner, looked like nothing 
so much as one of those music-hall girls who, 
dressed ih male attire, swagger roguishly at 
the footlights and sing ** I’m a Dude.”’

Aun unhappy touch was the caricature of the 
leader of the strikers. It.is far from the 
“truth that drunken sneak thieves - and 
‘tramps are the leaders of the _intelii- 
gent and well organized laborers of 
this country. There was little development 
of character, save in the part of the hero, 
which was cleveriy taken by Mr. Otis Skin- 
ner... The situations had anairof novelty 
and were of potential value, but in few in- 
stances were they properly led upto. The 
theme of *‘ The Red Signal,”’ the struggle be- 
tween labor and capital, is a great one, but it 
has not yet been atiequately treaced.

THE BOSTON SYMPHONY ORCHESTRA, 


Ite History and Merit—A Good Example— 
News for Musicians. 

The Boston Symphony Orchestra has given 
three concerts in this city during the last 
week at Central Music-Hall, making its last 
appearance here under Mr. Wilhelm Gericke. 
He has been its leader for the ‘last five years, 
and now at the close of his contract relin- 
quishes his position on account of a nervous 
disorder brought on by overwork, and will 
return to his native land for a season of 
rest and recuperation. During the time 
that Mr. Gericke has been at the head of the 
organization. it has been brought toa higher 
state of efficiency. Many changes in its per- 
sonnel have been made during that time, old 
members displaced and new ones brought 
from Europe to fill the vacancies, until at 
present it ranks as one of the best orchestras 
in America. It has been supported in the 
past by Mr. Henry L. Higginson, the 
wealthy Boston banker, to whom it 
owes. its existence, he making up 
whatever ‘deficit there was at the 
end of each season with sums sometimes as 
large as $20,000. He entered into the under- 
taking because desirous that the people of 
Boston should have a first-rate orchestra, one 
of which they might be proud, and in this he 
has succeeded, winning also public support 
to such an extent that the deficit which he 
has been called upon to‘make good has de- 
creased, until this year the income from the 
regular. series of concerts in Boston has 
practically paid the expenses. boston 
owes a large debt of gratitude to 
Mr. Higginson, wtiose name wiil descend to 
posterity as a public benefactor and be held 
in gratefulremembrance by musical people, 
who comprise from year to year an ever-in- 
creasing percentage of the inhabitants. His 
noble efforts in behaif of music have made 
him widely known and respected throughout 
the country, and he enjoys the satisfaction 
of knowing that the splendid orchestra which 
he has established gives delight to thou- 
sands annually. There are many men in 
Chicago who could easily doa similar good 
work for this city; but unfortunately the 
inclination seems to be wanting. The LBos- 
ton Symphony Orchestra came here at a 
somewhat inauspicious time—just after a 
two weeks’ season of German opera—and at 
atime when the weather was excessivcly 
warm for the time of year, but in spite of 
these“.adverse circumstances has drawn 
fairly large houses for each of its three 
concerts. The feature which more, perhaps, 
than any other aistinguishes the work 
of this orchestraAs refinement. This quality 
reaches the highest expression in the work 
of the strings. It may be an open question 
whether the manner in which this quality is 
almost continuously brought to the front in 
concerts, and, as it must necessarily be in 
rehearsals as well, has not deprived the per- 
formances of something of that vigor and 
virile quality of expression which is desir- 
able. From acareful consideration of the 
work of the orchestra in the _ three 
programs it would seem that = such 
is the case. As _ to the selections 
chosen for these programs it may be said 
that thev were of a high order as regards 
musical value, though possibly in some cases 
more interesting numbers might have been 
found of a character that would have im- 
parted more of life and spirit to the pro- 
grams asa whole. It is not intended to im- 

. ply by this that the prograts were not inter- 
esting, butonly that ‘they might have been 
made more so.’ An admirable feature of the 
programs, and one which cannot be too high- 
ly praised, is their reasonable length. In 
this respect at least Mr. Gericke is a model 
programmaker.

Resolved, That the Apollo Musical Club is de- 
sirous of placing itselfin the front rank among 
the musical societies of the world, and desires 
that members of the future Board of Manage- 
ment be elected on the platform of advancement, 

-that the chorus be enlarged; that future con- 
certs to subscribers be given in the new Audi- 
torium; and that each concert, or a simpler sub- 
stitute, be repeated to the working classes at 
merely nominal prices of admission, s0 Ccousti- 
tuting the club 8 working factor in the civiliza- 
tion and elevation of the masses. 

The membership of the club is to be in- 
creased to 350, the new members to undergo 
a reguiar and systematic training which 
will bring them upto the standard of efii- 
ciency already attained by the older mem- 
bers. The rehearsals wili until that time be 
held in two divisions and on different nights. 
The concerts of the club will in future be re- 
peated the following evening, either pre- 
cisely the same or with some changes which 
will better meet the requirements of the 
hearers—and always with -the fuil force of 
the club as Wellas with the same soloists 
and orchestra. These repetitions will be for 
respectable working men and their families 
at merely nominal prices—s, lo, and cents 
a seat, according to location. in order to in- 
sure their coming into the proper hands these 
tickets will be distributed through the fore- 
men of factory workshops ana the heads of 
the various labor organizations to = work- 
ing men and women of the city. he plan 
has been heartily indorsed by the officials of 
these labor organizations rogeenen sae 30,000 
employés, and also by prominent manutactur- 
ers.

club. With two concerts for which the art- 
ists’ traveling expenses have to be paid but 
once the ¢ost is somewhat reduced, and, 
while the subscription price to the regular 
subscrivers willremain che same, the ad- 
vantage gained will be applied upon the repe- 
titions, for which the club tenders its serv- 
ices. The example of the Apvilo Club is one 
that no doubt will be foliowed by similar or- 
ganizations in other cities, as it certainly 
ought to be. 


Dr. Von Buelow'’s Earnings. 

When Dr. Von Biilow visited America 
twelve years ago he received $20,000 for a 
series of concerts covering four or five 
months. This time he will take back with 
him the sum of $12,000 fora period of five 
weeks. As ail expenses of travel, etc., were 
assumed by the management the sum repre- 
sents clear profit to the doctor. There is 
some talk of his return next season, in which 
event a series of symphony concerts wiil 
‘probably be given in New “York 
under his direcuon. A paver, in that 
city says there is a rumor _ that 
he will be engaged as conductor of the Metro- 
politan Opera-House upon the expiration of 
Herr Seidl’s present contract. That such a 
move is contemplated is not to be supposed 
fora moment.

Now, can any of us dare to say that a state, 
of civilization in which such things are not 
only possible, but in which such extremes of 
human ease and misery are toJerated as the 
necessary conditions of society, represents 
the Christianity of Christ? Says Isaac Tay- 


‘ lor: 


To insure its large purpose of good will to man 
the law of Christ spreads out its claims far be- 
yond the circle of mere pity or natural kindress, 
and in absolute and peremptory terms demands 
for the use of the poor, the ignorant, the wretch- 
ed—and demands from every one who names the 
name of Christ—the whole residue of talents, 
wealth, tume that may remain after primary 
claims have been satisfied. 

Ido not forget that we are thought to be 
the most charitable people on the face of the 
earth. I do not forget the vast machinery of 
our public relief and the reputable organiza- 
tion of our church benevolence, nor the dew 
of our private mercies; but, taking us at our 
highest, ana our attempts to live the un- 
worldly hfe at their strongest, and the en- 
tire pitiful result atits best. I wonder that 
the rd of the Christian religion does not 
whip us out of our bric-a-brac lives, and the 
whoie temple of humanity that we have de- 
graded, with the fine lash of his holy scorn. 

CHRIST’S SUPERB LIBERALITY. 

Next to the personal consecration of Christ 
we come upon the tundamental principle of 
his superb liberality. It would be incredible, 
if it were not so familiar a fact as to give a 
trite thought, that the followers of this gen- 
erous hearted leader should have squarely 
turned their backs upon this precept and 
performance in this regard.

You must save 
your ** reformed man ”’ in the denomination or 
you may collect your library and piano for the 
club-rcom—as likely vou will—from the im- 
penitent world. 1 was once present at a 
touching scene where the sacrament of the 
Lord’s Supper was administered in the pres- 
ence of a crowd of fallen men struggling for 
a new life. These poor fellows could not 
have borne so much as the odor of the sacred 
wine; it would have set their bodies and 
souls on fire. Pure water filled the nickel- 
plated tankard of the communion service. 
The bread and the water of life were 
blessed before the wistful gaze of these 
reverent castaways. The clergyman officiat- 
ing, an old man who had dedicated his age 
to the temperance work, and a dozen poor, 
plain, obscure, unflocked church-members in 
the communicants’ seats were the only rep- 
sentatives of the Church of Christ present 
atascene which was a matter of intense 
public interest in the city, and of severe 
a blame to the temperance peo- 
‘ple. 

A PROTEST AGAINST ECCLESIASTICISM. 

It is amazing that we should even Nave to re- 
mind ourselves that with all this dead- 
line of religious respectability the Founder 
of our faith had no more to do than he had 
with the moral example of Herod. Christ 
was the come-outer of his day. He was the 
Protestant; he was the Liberal: he was the 
victim of spiritual independence. He was 
the faith that rises 

Just to scorn the consequence, 
And just to do the thing. 

His teaching was one thrilling protest 
against ecclesiasticism. His life was one 
pathetic plea for religious freedom. Love 
thy God and thy neighvor and follow me: 
his command and ourdutyv arein those few 
and simple words. He cut down doctrinism 
and dogmatism as a mower cuts down 
thistles. In his insistence on practical holi- 
ness there was no room for chatter about 
creeds. He gave him@eif to God and to mis- 
erablemen. This fervent young rabbi had 
no time to formulate a “Shorter Cate- 
chism.”’ 

Fancy, for the nonce, our Lord appointea 
chairman of the examining commitiee of a 
heresy-hunting church today. One imagines 
the eloquent silence with which He would sit 
out the accepted tests of fitness for member- 
ship in His visible church. What does the 
candidate believe concerning the total 
depravity of all mankind! Is he aware 
that be committed the sin of Adam# 
W hat are his views upon the eternal damna- 
tion of the finally impenitent! Has he faith 
in. the sanctity of immersion! Doés he ac- 
cept the sacrament of infant sprinkling? 
Test his knuwiledge of the 'rinity. Try his 
theory of the nature and office of the oly 
Ghost. Is he sound upon the doctrine of 
election? Does he totter upon justification 
by faith? 

Now conceive it to be the turn of the mute 
presiding officer to put questions to the 
candidate. One may imagine that the 
test questions tor religious character would 
now take a surprising turn. Have you a 
pure heart? Do you love the Lord your God 
with the whole of it? Explain to us your re- 
lution with your neighodors. Are you be- 
loved in your home? Can you control your 
temper’ Wo you talk scanaal?

THE BROTHERHOOD Or MAN. 

The third vital characteristic of the Chris- 
tianity of Christ plainly consists in his un- 
sparing apd unswerving democracy. It is 
not possible to. put too great an emphasis 
upon this fixed and terribly neglected truth. 

e say in gith familiar pbrase that the basis 
of Christianity is the brotherhood of human- 
ity—what has been usefully calied the ‘en- 
thusiasm of humanity.” Not one in 
twenty of us realizes that this 
means an ideal of daily life as 
far above our own as the centre of the 
solar system is above the levelof the sea. 
Which of us gives the recognition of imita- 
ton to the astonishing example of Jesus in 
this regard? Christ was the educated and 
sanctified Socialist. He was the consistent 
democrat. He was the consecrated agitator. 
Social rank simpiy did not exist for him. 
Caste he scorned. A fisherman was his most 
intimate friend. He accepted the hospital- 
ity of an ostracized man. He _ con- 
versed fearlessly and naturally with aban- 
doned women. He did not refuse to penitent 
outcasts the preciousness of His personal 
friendship. He was never known to shrink 
from foui diseases. Vulgar natures He treated 
with the patience of high refinement. The 
‘*common on ” joved Him. Hedenounced 
the fashlonable shams of His times with the 
nonchalance of an Emperor and the intelli- 
_gence of an artisan. He scathed the 
petty pretensions of the leaders of 
society with that indifference to criti- 
cism characteristic of high birth and that 
sympathy with what we call the ‘lower 
classes’ incident to a personal experience of 
poverty. His social theories held the relent- 
lessness of love. . There is no polite way of 
evading them. There is no well-bred oppor- 
tunity of ignoring them. The Christianity 
of Christ must meet them point blank. They 
are its essential test. They are its first and 
final demand. Malthus has reminded us 
that the histories of mankind which we pos- 
sess are, in general, only histories of the 
higher classes. Authentic Christianity must 
be a history ot the masses. Socially considered 
a Christian must be, in a sense, interesting- 
ly varied from the old tneological one, ** born 
again.” He has newkin, he makes new 
neighbors, he incurs new social obligations, 
he readjusts his position in human society, 
or he might as well go cull himself a Druid.

only tive New York churches, although em- 
ployed in the service of the news- 
papers rather than of the Lord, has 
put her shabbily gloved finger upon 
the spot where the tuberculosis of our relig- 
ious system setsin. Itis tne uncaecorated 
fact: that if Jesus Christ were to enter almost 
any of our influential churches today He 
would be shown into the back gallery; and 
He could not obtain admission to our parlors 
without a letter of introduction from some 
person in our ‘*set.”” ‘You will find,’’ says 
a nice observer, “that so far as peopie are 
reached by religious worship outside 
of their especial religious belief it is 
the social recognition which has won them.” 

In a luxurious home, whose invitations are 
not deciined, whose hospitality is familiar to 
many distinguished men and women of our 
land, there may be found, any day, mingled 
with the most gifted guests, piain, poor, ob- 
scure people, quite unknown in “ society.”’ 
I once saw ata breakfast at this house the 
foremost poet in the country seated next a 
massage rubber, a poor girl training 
herself for the practice of medicine, 
and in need of two things—a good brea«- 
fast and a giimpse into the culti 
vated world. She had both, in the Lorid’s 
name, in that Christian home. Yet the 
spirit of that ideal hospitality is so rare that 
we tell ot itas we doof heroic deeds. The 
Christianity of Christ would make it so com- 
mon that we should notice itouly as we do 
thé suprise. 

A CHRIST-LIKE EXAMPLE. 

‘Shere does not exist outside of the New 
Testament such a conception of the Christian 
aha as tne great Frenchman (not dis- 
tinguished for ecclesiastical yiews of Goda, 
but exiled for his. practical love of man) 
gave us in the greatest work of fiction 
since Shakspeare. Who forgets the Bishop 
in * Les Musérabies,’’ immortal because he 
acted like Christ? His palace converted into 
a hospital; his income expended for the suf- 
fering, out of the luxuries of his highly civ- 
ilized past, the “spiritual man of the world ”’ 
(as Margaret Fuller would put it) had saved 
an elegant toilet case, six silver plates, and 
silver candlesticks. ‘*‘Knock there,’’ said 
the citizen to the ex-galley-slave whom no 
other roof woulda shelter. 

The Bishop touched his hand gently. and said: 

**You need not tell me who youare. This is 
not my house; it is the house of Christ. It does 
not ask any comer whether he has a name, but 
whether he has an affliction.”’ 

In all uninspired literature what is finer 
than the scene between the Bishop and Val- 
jean when the gendarmes bring the arrested 
guest and silver back to this threshold of 
superhuman hospitality. 

‘**Ah~there you are!”’ said Monseigneur, “I am 
glad to see you. But I gave you the candlesticks 
alsd, Which are silver like the rest, and would 
bring you 200 francs. Why did you not take 
them along with your plate?” 

Left alone witb the astounded thief 
Christian idealist grew stern and solemn: 

“Never forget that you have promised me to 
usé this silver to become an honest man. Jean 
Valjean, my brother, you belong no longer 
to evil but to good. It is your soul that I am 
buying for you. IL withdraw it from dark 
thoughts and irom the spirit.of perdition, and I 
give it to God!” 

The child of such a spiritual godfather, 
who wonders that Jean Valjean, the galley- 
slave, becomes Mayor Madeleine, the 
saint of a district and the pro- 
tector of every despised and rejected 
creature init? lt is thus that the Chris- 


the 


herited. The idea cultivated by the liturgic 
church, that the laying on of apostolic hands 
creates an ancestry of priestly power, is a 
pleasant fancy, pale beside what might be 
the tremendous facts of moral heredity in 
the Christian life. The possibilities of cuit- 
ure in this direction are unfathomed. Said 
Daniel Webster, in his private confession of 
faith: 

I believe that the experiments and subtleties 
 ofhuman wisdom are more likely to obscure 
than to enlighten the revealed will of God, ana 
that he isthe most accompltished scholar who 
has been educated at the feet of Jesus and in the 
College of Fishermen. 

EXAMPLE BETTER THAN PRECEPTS. 

When ail is said it comes to this: Type, 
not argument, governs men: and the Christ- 
type wiil control the world just as soon 
as. and no sooner than it 1s consistent, 
simple, ardent, and sincere. Christianity 
cannotexpect to become a science on inat- 
tention which would destroy the perfection 
of a phonograph, nor to conquer society by a 
series of **boiting’’ experiments wifich would 
defeat any political party known to civilized 
nations. Common sense holds the baiance 
of power in religion as muchas it does in 
affairs. There is what we may call a com- 
mon spirituality, to which human respect 
always defers. Tne Christianity of Christ 
necessitates a personal consecration fanned 
to @ white heat that burns to ashes 
all the ordinary standards of § con- 
duct; involves a religious toleration 
“all love, and of love ail worthy”’: 
requires an estimate of social values abso- 
lutely revolutionary to our accepted models. 

The time can come, and if it can, it must, 
when the New Testament shall be intelli- 
gently adapted to the twentieth century. 
The time must come, and if it must, it 
can, When spiritual caste shall be the only 
basis of social rank.. If Christ’s life means 
anything, this isinevitable. The imagination 
faiters before the progress of a consecrated 
sociology. The compiexity of our age would 
make it an interesting science to a cynic 
and fascinating to an enthusiast. * The 
night -is far spent, O, househoiders,” said 
Gautama. “Itis time for youto do what 
you deem most fit.”’ 

It has been well said that all problems re- 
solve themselves into the problem ef person- 
al righteousness. The key to our per- 
plexities lies no further than a 
devout and dedicated heart. The life 
of the Nazarene will bewilder society with 
astigmatic optical interpretations not an hour 
beyond the time when we bring to bear upon 
it the lens of a public purity and fervor that 
shuts out private difference or default: as 
foreign war called from the bickering 
Helienes “Greek Curses to Persia” and 
“Greek Tears to Athéns.”’
